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PLATT MEN BEGIN 
WAR ON GOV, ODELL 


Strong Movement at Albany to 
Smash the Tax Programme. 








County Leaders Appear at the Capitol, 
and Eight Senators Are Said 
to Be Ready to Fight 
the Governor.

ALBANY, March 24.—‘‘ Has Senator Platt 
withdrawn his support from the Governor 
Bo far as his tax programme is concerned? ”’ 
“That is the question which is being asked 
in the inner circles here to-night. 

Developments here to-day all tend to 
show that the Senator is about to make 
an open fight on the Governor. During the 
@ebate on the Canal bill to-day Senators 
Raines and Malby, the Republican leaders, 
both repudiated the Governor's construc- 
tion of the Republican State platform. 

At the time that they were virtually re- 
pudiating the Governor on the floor of the 
Senate some of the most prominent county 
eaders in the State were in the lobby send- 
ing in for Senators to tell them how they 
felt about the Governor's tax programme. 

A prominent Republican Senator to-night 
made this confession: ‘‘I was called out 
of the Senate to-day by a number of the 
best county leaders we have in the State 
and the advice of every one of them to me 
was: ‘Smash both the Excise bill and the 
_ Mortgage Tax bill. If it it necessary to do 
this, vote against the Canal bill also.’”’ 

The Senator was asked if in giving this 
advice these leaders intimated that they 
were carrying out the wishes of Senator 
Platt. We replied that he had no doubt of 
it, because although they did not tell him 
so plainly he knew absolutely they had 
been in consultation with Senator Plait 
during the day. 

From this Senator and from other equally 
reliable sources it is learred to-night that 
if Senator Raines calls up the Excise bill 
to-morrow, as he announced the other day 
that he would do, it will surely be beaten. 
Senators Stevens and Ambler are both 
away ill, and it is said that there are sev- 
eral Republican Senators on the ground 
who to their friends have announced their 
intention to vote against the bill. 

The talk against the Governor to-night by 
the Platt men is bitter. They say that he 
is sacrificing the party for the purpose of 
carrying out his desire to abolish the direct 
tax, and that in seeking to accomplish this 
end*he shows no care how many of them 
commit political suicide. 

When a Republican Senator who is in 
Sympathy with the movement now on to 
beat both the Governor's bills was asked 
how a vote against either one of them 
could be reconciled with the pledges given 
fn the caucus called by the Governor and 
held in the Executive Chamber, he said 
that he did not consider that any of those 
who attended that caucus were bound by it. 

“We were invited into that conference to 
discuss matters,” he continued, ‘‘ and just 
as we were going out some one suggested 
that the agreement reached be considered 
& caucus agreement. I do not consider that 
I am bound by any such confidence game 
as that, especially in view of the fact which 
I have since learned that the whole plan of 
securing a pledge in this underhand way 
had been planned in advance.” 

The best information obtainable to-night 
fis that eight Republican Senators have thus 
far concluded to come out against the Ex- 
cise bill and the Mortgage Tax bill. None 
of them is as yet willing to declare him- 
self openly, for the situation here is such 
that no one of them is willing to burn 
his bridges behind him until] he is assured 
of the company he will keep. 

The movement, however, has gone so far 
that those who are in it do not hesitate to 
speak about their intentions and the situ- 
ation as they see it to those whom they 
feel they can trust with their canfidence. 

If the present plan of action of the Platt 
Senators should reach its full maturity the 
revolt would spread to the Assembly, as a 
matter of course, and the Canal bill would 
be involved. The Republican members of 
the Assembly are not bound by any caucus 


pledge with regard to canals. If they con- 
clude that the Excise and Mortgage Tax 
bills must go, the chances of the Canal 
bill passing on its own merits would be 
extremely doubtful. 

It is believed that the Governor has had 
warning of the threatened storm, and that 
this, accounts for the fact that Congress- 
men Sherman, Littauer, and other advisers 
Were summoned to the city yesterday to 
confer with him. 





Platt Conference Postponed. 

The conference which it was promised 
would be held in Senator Platt’s apartments 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night did 
not take place. Proposed excise and mort- 
gage tax legislation were among the mat- 


ters to be discussed, so it was said, by Sen- 
ator Platt, President Robert C. Morris of 
the Republican County Committee, W. H. 
Ten Eyck, and F. S. Gibbs. Mr. Gibbs tel- 
ephoned he was peeepoees, and the pro- 
posed discussion of Albany legislation was 
postponed. 


THE FRISCO ABSORPTION. 





Rock Island Interests Plan to Organize 
a Holding Company— May Also 
Take Over Mexican Central.

CHICAGO, March 24.—The Rock Island 
interests are said to be getting ready to 
organize a holding company to take over 
the stock of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, the same to be placed in the hands 
of the Rock Island Railway Company, in- 
coporated for finanical purposes under the 
laws of New Jersey. Both roads will be 
operated by the Rock Island Railway Com- 
pahy, incorporated under the laws of Iowa, 
to operate railroads, and the two will 
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work hand in hand, after the fashion of the 
Northern Pacific Railway and the North- 
ern Securities Company. In this manner 
all conflict with the Inter-State Commerce 


law is to be obviated. The terms upon 
which the St. Louis and San Francisco 
will be taken over by the Rock Island are 
substantially as follows: 

In cash, 2O per cent.; in collatgral trust 
bonds of Rock Island, 15 per cent.; in 
Rock Island common stock, 65 per cent. 
This would net about 8&5 for Frisco com- 
mon according to present quotations. It is 
also reported that the Rock. Island contem- 
rlates a large increase in its bond issue. 
An amount as high as $150,000,000 is men- 
tioned. An issue as large as this would 
suggest extensive deals in addition to the 
Frisco absorption, possibly taking over the 
Mexican Central. 


CANADIAN BEEF BARRED. 


British War Office Insists Upon English 
or Irish Grown Meat for the Army.

TORONTO, Ontario, March 24.—A cable 
from London says Mr. Brodrick’'s state- 
ment in the House of Commons to-day in 
reply to Alfred Daviés shows that the War 
Office still excludes Canadian beef from 
army contracts. The beef must be English 
or Irish grown, not frozen or chilled, and 
not from animals killed at Deptford or 
elsewhere within ten days of arrival from 


abroad. 

Mr. Brodrick added in typical War Of- 
fice phraseology, that there ‘‘ would not 
appear anything required to make the terms 


of the contract clearer."’ 





LAWYER TELLS OF ELOPEMENT. 


Says Husband Is Suing for $75,000 for 
Alienation of His Wife’s Affections. 


According to a statement made last night 
by William P. Maloney, a lawyer of 1 West 
Sixty-ninth Street, with offices at 63 Wall 
Street, suit was begun yesterday by A. 
Royal Guest, a coal merchant, of 162 West 
Seventy-third Street, against Clarence L. 
Lowther, also a coal merchant, of 448 Nos- 
trand Avenue, Brooklyn, alleging aliena- 
tion of the affections of his wife and ask- 
ing for $75,000 damages. Application was 
made, too, Mr. Maloney said, before Jus- 
tice Greenbaum in Part II. of the Special 
Term, Supreme Court, for a writ of at- 
tachment against certain property owned 
ty Lowther and situated at Third Avenue 
and Thirtieth Street, the writ being 
granted. 

Mr. Maloney says that Lowther and Mrs. 
Guest now are in Omaha, Neb., where they 
went early in the year, having left this city 
together on the afternoon of Jan. 10. Mrs, 
Lowther two weeks ago secured a decree of 
separation from her husband in a suit, and 
Justice Maddox in the Brooklyn Supreme 
Court ordered Lowther to pay her $250 ali- 
mony. 





PORTO RICANS BARRED. 


Congressman Mann Advises That They 
Are Not United States Citizens and 
Cannot Vote in Chicago.

CHICAGO, March 24.—Congressman Mann 
sends bad news to the seven Porto Ricans 
who live in Chicago, and who desired to 
vote at the coming Mayoralty election. 
Some days ago Mr. Mann received a re- 
quest from W. W. Wheelock, attorney for 
the Board of Election Commissioners, ask- 
ing him to ascertain whether or not a 
native of Porto Rico, who has lived in the 
State, ward, and precinct the requisite time, 
was entitled to vote at the municipal elec- 
tion. The Porto Ricans were so anxious 
to vote that they kept the Election Board 
busy for a week trying to determine’ their 
eligibility. 

Mr. Mann looked the matter up carefully. 
He found that the treaty of Paris, which 
ceded Porto Rico to this Government, left 
the citizenship of residents of the island 
to be determined later by Congress. The 
Civil Government act for Porto Rico pro- 
vides that they shall be citizens of Porto 
Rico, but there is not a word in it which 
provides for them becoming citizens of the 
United States, 





Mexican Instructor and Social Leader 
Charged with Theft in 
Dallas, Texas.

DALLAS, Texas, March 24.-—Carreassesz 
Torrez, an ex-Lieutenant in the Mexican 
Regular Army, and claiming to be a mem- 
ber of an old family of Castilians in the 
City of Mexico, is a prisoner in jail here, 


charged with stealing a diamond pin worth 
nearly from the cravat of Roland 
Deason, clerk in an insurance office, while 
Mr. Deason was sitting in a barber’s chair 
on last Friday night, and Torrez was con- 
versing with him. 

Torrez has been quite a figure in exclu- 
sive society at Dallas for several weeks, 
and was teaching a class of the most 
yrrominent young ladies of this city in 
Spanish. To his class he was known as 
Prof. Torrez. 

Chief of Police Winfrey said to-night: 
“When we arrested the professor he be- 
came highly indignant, but we soon con- 
vinced him that the evidence against him 
was clear. He then told us where he had 
sold the diamond in Fort Worth, and I sent 
a detective there and got the gem. Torrez 
has confessed, and the Grand Jury will 
indict him to-morrow morning. 


A BEAR FOR THE PRESIDENT. 


Arizona Rough Riders Will Present a 
Live One to Him. 

TUCSON, Arizona, March 24.—Fifty 
Rough Riders of Bisbee and Southern Ari- 
zona, finding that President Roosevelt will 
eenfine his itinerary to the northern part 
of the Territory, have arranged an excur- 
sion to Grand Cafion, where they will greet 
their former leader. 

Desiring to give the President some ap- 
propriate token of esteem, they have se- 
cured a large black bear, captured in Son- 
cra, and will present it to him when they 
meet him at the cafion. They realize it 
will be somewhat awkward for the President 
to carry a live bear around with him, but 
they have decided he will get at least one 
cn his Western trip.

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CANAL BILL PASSED 
AY THE STATE. SENATE 


Tammany Leader Saved It by 
an Eleventh Hour Letter, 


— 


Liquor Men Had Planned to Defeat It 
—Exciting Debate on the Floor— 





Signatures to a Petition 
Repudiated.

ALBANY, March 24.—By a wote of 32 to 
14 the Senate to-day pass the Davis- 
Bostwick $101,000,000 Canal bill after one 
of the hardest fights which has been wit- 
nessed in the Legislature in many years. 

There is good ground for believing that 
the measure was saved by the timely ar- 
rival of a letter from Charles F. Murphy, 
the leader of Tammany Hall. It might 
have been put through by a margin of one 
vote if Mr. Murphy had not come to its 
rescue, but it is certain that the issue was 
in greave doubt until Mr. Murphy’s appeal 
brought a half dozen wavering Democrats 
back into line. The final vote was:

All during the forenoon reports were fly- 
ing about thick and fast that the bill was 
certain to be defeated. They came from 
both Republican and Democratic sources. 
They were to the effect that enough Dem- 
ocrats would join with Senator McCarren 
in opposition to the bill to kill it. 

As to the cause of the expected Demo- 
cratic defection there was a unanimity of 
opinion which carried a certain amount of 
conviction. The story told confidentially 
was that the liquor interests had been at 
work with the object in view of slaying the 
Excise bill through the force of concussion. 
The Canal bill dead, they reasoned, there 
would be no call for the revenue which the 
excise bill is intended to raise, and there- 
fore the Excise bill would be dropped. 

At ore time during the day it was stated 
that the negotiations between Democratic 
Senators and the liquor interests had 
reached a stage where the only hope for the 
Canal bill lay in a pledge from Senator 
Davis that if the Canal bill were passed he 
would vote against the Excise bill and thus 
leave the Republicans without sufficient 
votes to pass that measure. 


LETTER FROM MR. MURPHY. 


Mr. Murphy's letter cleared up the situ- 
ation. The Democratic Senators who had 
been contemplating desertion, if indeed they 
had not actually promised the anti-canal 
forces to go with them, weakened in the 
face of orders from their chief, and what- 
ever arrangements had been entered into 
were called off. It was as follows:

The debate on the bill lasted for six 
hours, it being 6 o'clock when the final 
vote was taken. The discussion was at all 
times interesting, and at points approached 
the exciting.

defeat. Plain words were used on both 
sides, and more feeling was shown than on 


any measure which has .been before the 
Senate in years. In a word, it was a real 
fight.

as it was called nator Lewis of Roches- 
ter arose and offered as a substitute his 
resolution for the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire whether the Federal 
Government would be willing to build a 
ship canal through the State. He then 
made a two hours’ speech against the 
barge canal project. 

In concluding his address, Senator Lewis 
read a petition circulated by himself and 
Andrew H. Green of New York favoring 
his resolution. It contained numerous sig- 
natures of men who, Senator Lewis said, 
were among the leading business and pro-

fessional men of New York City. Amon 
the signers was Bird S. Coler. In all, there 


were about 400 names to the petition. 

Senator Hill of Buffalo followed in an 
argument in favor of the barge canal. His 
arguments were mainly those with which 
the public is familiar. He declared that 
the petition read by Senator Lewis had 
been signed by many under a misappre- 
hension. He said it would be impossible 
to get Congress to favor a ship canal 
through New York State, owing to oppo- 
sition of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 

He read an exhaustive array of figures 
to show that during the war period taxes 
went up and canal returns were commensu- 
rate with this. The Senator then read ex- 
tracts from public documents of various 
Governors relating to the canals, from the 
time of Gov. Morton. 

“The Governor approves it, the party 
platform provides for it, and public opinion 
desires this improvement,” he said in 
clusion. 

Senator Grady then asked for a call of 
the Senate on Mr. Lewis's amendments. 
Senator Davis said that Senator Lewis had 
agreed to withdraw his amendments, so 
that the vote might be had directly on the 
main question. Senator Grady objected :o 
withdrawal. 

‘Let us vote it down,” he said, ‘‘ Let us 
find out whether the parties are going to 
keep their pledges to the people or betray 
them.” 

He asked for a call of the Senate, and 
when all of the absentees had been brought 
in Senator Lewis announced that according 
to his agreement with Senator Davis he 
felt himself obliged to withdraw his reso- 
lution. 

Senator Davis then spokein favor of the 
bill, quoting from the Republican platform 
and the Governor's coe to support his 
argument that the Republican Party was 
pledged to the policy which it sought to 
carry out, 


MR. COLER REPUDIATES PETITION. 


Senator Grady then undertook to ridicule 
the make up of the petition presented by 
Senator Lewis. Not one of the signers, he 
said, had ever received a vote of public 
eonfidence. Those among them who had 
ever solicited as candidates for office the 


con- 
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approval of the people had failed to re- 
ceive it. 4 

“That is rather hard upon Coler, don’t 
you think?” said Senator Brown. 

‘Well, even though Coler shall fall, the 
truth of history must be preserved,’’ re- 
torted Senator Grady. 

Senator Lewis, who had been absent from 
the Senate temporarily, and who came in 
just in time to hear Senator Grady’s clos- 
ing comments upon some of the signers to 
the Lewis-Green petition, said: 

“IT hope the Senator will not overlook the 
fact that Mr. Coler, the recent Democratic 
candidate for Governor, was one of the 
signers of that petition.” 

At the moment that Senator Lewis made 
this request Senator Grady was handed a 
telegram which a moment before had been 
received by Senator Green, ‘‘I am glad the 
Senator made that request,”’ said Senator 
Grady. Just listen to this telegram: 

‘** Have no recollection of signing a peti- 
tion of Mr. Green, and certainly would not 
revise my position. BIRD S. COLER.’’ 

When the laugh had died away which the 
reading of this message provoked, Senator 
Lewis reiterated that Mr. Coler’s name was 
signed to the petition, and he felt confident 
that the signature was not a forgery. An- 
other name which was signed to the Lewis- 
Green petition was that of Ludwig Nissen. 
Senator Grady read this telegram from Mr. 


Nissen: 
‘I am heartily in favor of the 1,000- 
barge canal plan. My name _ obtained 


through misrepresentation.” 

The following disclaimer was read from 
J. Edward Simmons: : 

“By signing the Lewis petition I did not 
intend to oppose canal improvement.”’ 

Senator Malby took the floor and re- 
newed the Lewis substitute, stating that 
he desired a record on that before a vote 
was taken on the Canal bill. The roll was 
called and resulted in 14 votes being cast 
for the amendment and 32 against it, the 
vote being exactly the same as that sub- 
sequently cast upon the Davis bill. 

Senator Malby offered an amendment 
knocking out the provision in the bill 
making the cost of the canal improvement 
a lien on the real and personal property 
of the State. After Senator Hill had con- 
vinced him that his amendment was a vio- 
lation of the Constitution he withdrew it. 

Senator Lewis offered an amendment 
changing the proposed route of the canal 
in Rochester. This was defeated, 31 to 12. 


ATTACK ON THE CANALS. 


Senator Malby then spoke for half an 
hour in opposition to the bill. He said the 
canals were obsolete, and money expended 
on their improvement would absolutely be 
thrown away. He broadly insinuated that 
those who had participated in the profits 
cf the $9,000,000 expenditure were again 
seeking to get their arms into the Treas- 
ury “‘ clear up to the shoulder.”’ 

“There is no one here to speak a good 
word for the railroads,’’ said the Senator, 
“but I think we should consider in this 
connection that every ton of freight which 
would be carried on this canal in excess 
of the amount which is now carried would 
be taken away from the railroads, every 
mile of which contributes revenue to the 
village, the county, and the State, while 
the canal contributes nothing, but, on the 
contrary, places on the taxpayers a burden 
under which, if the bill should be passed, 
they would stagger. 

“With the amount of money which it is 
proposed to expend on the canals, we could 
build from New York to Buffalo the great- 
est railroad in the world. The sum of 
$20,000,000 would be sufficient to construct 
a double-track road between those two 
cities, and with the remainder of the $100,- 
000,000 which it is proposed to throw away 
on canals, the road could be equipped and 
a sinking fund for maintenance established 
which would enable the road to carry to 
New York every bit of freight which now 
goes from that city to the seashore, or 
would ever go. And, what is more, this 
road could be kept in operation all the 
year round instead of being closed for four 
months in the year, as are the canals.”’ 

Senator Lewis offeréd a resolution that 
the canal referendum be postponed until 
194. He said that if this were done the 
McCarren resolution with regard to Su- 
preme Court Judges or the Dowling amend- 
ment with regard to the eight-hour law and 
the prevailing rate of wages could-be sub- 
mitted at the next election and further in- 
vestigation made of the canal question. 
His resolution was defeated by a vote of 
14 to 31. 

Senator Grady spoke in defense of the 
canals. He sajd that they had brought to 
the State Treasury millions beyond their 
original cost and the amount necessary for 
their maintenance. 

“They have to their credit,” he said, 
“every city between Albany and Buffalo. 
It is amusing to hear the Senator from St. 
Lawrence talking about donations to the 
City of New York and the City of Buffalo. 
That is a case of the pauper talking to the 
banker. And what he had to say about 
that ‘greatest railroad in the world’ was 
equally amusing. The people who are op- 
posing this canal improvement don’t have 
to build another railroad. Their railroad 
is already built.” 

Senator Elsberg interjected that many 
of the persons who had signed the Lewis 
petition had done so under the impression 
that they were contributing to a charity in 
Rochester. 

“Well, they evidently didn’t fully under- 
stand what they were committing them- 
selves to, that is evident,’’ said Senator 
Grady. ‘“ Here is a telegram from the lead- 
- bankers whose names appear on the pe- 
tition: 

‘“** Our signature to petition addressed to 
Senator Lewis a the appointment 
of a commission by the United State Gov- 
ernment to investigate the feasibility of a 
ship canal in this State must not be taken 
as disapproval of a lesser improvement if 
same can be obtained, such as Erie Canal 


bill now pending. 
“*J. & W. SELIGMAN & CO.’” 

In concludin his argument, Senator 
Grady said: ‘If this bill isn't passed this 
State will witness the basest betrayal of 
public confidence that ever shamed a Com- 
monwealth from the formation of this Re- 
public down to the present time.” 


REPUBLICANS IN OPPOSITION, 


In a long speech against the measure 
Senator Elon R. Brown denied that the Re- 
publican Party had been pledged to canal 
improvement, unless it could be accom- 
plished by means of indirect taxation. 

To this Senator Grady replied that, while 


the Republican platform was made am- 
biguous so as to deceive the people, the 
man who said that Gov. Odell’s speech 
of acceptance was not a definite pledge for 
canal improvement in accordance with the 


plan outlined by the canal interests re- 
flected either upon the Governor's 1n- 
telligence or that of the people of the 


State. He declared that the opposition of 
the ‘‘ dependent communities " of the State 
to the bill was not because they would 
be called upon to bear any of the expenses, 
but because they hoped by defeating canal 
improvement to get improvements which 
would be of direct advantage to their sec- 
tions. 

“A vote against this bill,"’ said Senator 
Raines in a speech, ‘is a vote in favor of 
all of the best interests of the Repub- 
lican Party. If the voters of the State 
had supposed for a moment that the Re- 
publican Party in the last election was 
pledged to canal improvément through di- 
rect taxation Coler would have been elect- 
ed Governor by 50,000 majority. If we pass 
this bill it means the triumph of the Dem- 
ocrats in the next election. 

“All that the Republican platform 
pledged the Republican Party to with re- 
gard to canals was to a ‘suitable improve- 
ment.’ I defy any one to find in it founda- 
tion for such an extravagant outlay as is 
proposed under the pending bill.’’ 

Senator Malby, who had been absent from 
the Senate Chamber when Senator Grady 
indulged in his sarcastic comments about 
the attitude of the taxpayers of St. Law- 
rence County toward the proposed .im- 

rovement, said that the citizens of St. 
sawrence County paid a larger propor- 
tionate tax than the citizens of New York. 

‘““When the Senator from the Fourteenth 
grows eloquent about New York City’: 
contribution to the State Treasury,” said 
Senator Malby, ‘‘ he forgets that the daily 
papers of his city have enlightened us re- 
eently about the tax dodging in that city. 
The roads leading from the city are now 
blocked with the millionaires who are skip- 
ping to Lakewood, Newport, and other 
places so _as to escape the payment of 
taxes in New York,’ 

Senator Grady, retorted that when the 
Senator trom St. Lawrence talked about 
the ‘‘ dependent communities making dona- 
tions to New York City and Buffalo he 
was dealing in hot air and handing out 
Confederate coin." 

This closed the debate. Senator Lewis 
called the attention of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor to the fact that in putting the ques- 
tion he must put It in the manner pre- 
scribed in the Constitution for referendum 
bills. Lieut. Gov. Higgins followed this 
form, which is as follows: ‘Shall this 
bill pass and ought it to receive the sanc- 
tion of the people?" Upon this question 
the vote was taken.

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ATTACKS THE CATHOLICS 


Clergyman to Resign Because His 
Views Are Criticised. 








The Rev. Mr. Biddle Declares That the 
Irish Have Brought an Alien 
Spirit to Connecticut.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 24.—Because 
many of his parishioners have taken of- 
fense at his utterances on immigrants and 
on Catholics, the Rev. Jacob A. Biddle, 
for ten years rector of St. Mary’s Church 
in South Manchester and prominent in this 
diocese, announced to-day that he would 
resign at Easter. 

Difficulties began over a public letter he 
wrote when the Rev. H. L. Hutchins pub- 
lished the result of his investigations in 
the backwoods districts in the State. 

Dr. Biddle took strong exception to the 
idea that immigrants could be brought 
here to take the place of the depraved 
ccuntry people found by Mr. Hutchins. Of 
his parishioners 80 per cent. are of foreign 
extraction, although the church is the most 
prominent in the town. 

Mr. Biddle made a plain statement of his 
views in his sermon Sunday, intending to 
still the criticism. He said that most im- 
migrants are Roman Catholics, and the idea 
that they can regenerate morals is pre- 
posterous. They aim at control of the 
schools and the Government, he declared, 
but they had shown themselves unfit for 
high moral work. Giving their Church full 
credit for what it had done, he said, it was 
well to leave its members satisfied with 
their ‘ vest-pocket system,” and _ they 
should not be permitted to extend it. 

This statement did not pacify his critics, 
and Mr. Biddle to-day resolved to resign. 
He said he had contemplated the step for 
some time. He will go to New Haven to 
live, and may be curate at Trinity Church 
there, having an offer under consideration. 

In a statement to-day he said he thought 
the degenerate Yankee of the backwoods 
would die out, and his land be bought up 
for country estates for the wea!thy. 

‘* The real danger is in the cities,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘One infuriated Waterbury is a 
far greater menace to our social peace than 
fifty of the most degenerate country towns. 
The threatened strike on the Consolidated 
Road is more to be feared than all the 
evils which Mr. Hutchins depicts.’’ As to 
immigrants he said: ‘' Will these Irish 
Roman Catholics be able to withstand the 
evil influences which have been too much 
for the virtue of the Puritan Yankee? If 
I should speak frankly of the personal 
politics and social ideals of the Irish race, 
of the conceptions and spirit of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and its attitude toward 
our free institutions, I should be charged 
with stirring up race and religious strife. 

“Yet how can we reach a right canclu- 
sion while we must leave out the most im- 
portant points of our argument? We must 
ask: What has been the general influence 
of the large foreign immigration upon the 
intellectual, moral, political, and religious 
life of Connecticut? How have the Irish 
governed the communities that have fal- 
len under their control--New York City, for 
instance? What has been the influence of 
the Roman Catholic Church upon those 
countries where she has ruled supreme-- 
South America end Cuba, for instance? 

“But we are uot permitted to ask such 
questions ir Connecticut to-day. Free, 
courteous, frank, open criticism of any 
race or institution is no longer permissi- 
ble. It was not so in the great days of old 
before the foreigner came with his old 
country conceptions of freedom. A new 
spirit has entered Connecticut, as alien as 
the empire whence it came is alien to our 
free institutions. And we are asked to be- 
lieve that this intolerant spirit is to re- 
generate our decaying society. I greatly 
fear we shall be sadly disappointed.”

Rathbone Dissatisfied with Secretary 
Root’s Action~on the Charges 
Against Gen. Wood. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Estes G. 
Rathbone, ex-Director of Posts of Cuba, 
has appealed to President Roosevelt from 
the action of Secretary of War Root in dis- 
missing the charges filed by Mr. Rathbone 
against Gen. Leonard Wood. 

The substance of the charges and of Sec- 
retary Root’s indorsement on the papers 
have been published recently. 


REBUKE FOR BISHOP POTTER. 


Methodist Clergy in Philadelphia Criti- 
cise His Attitude on the Liquor 
Traffic. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 24.—The report 
of the committee on Sabbath observance 
and temperance, read at to-day’s session 
of the Philadelphia Methodist, Episcopal 
Conference, commends the work of the lo- 
eal law and order society and makes the 


following criticism of Bishop Potter of New 
York: 

‘““Whatever may be the unwarranted de- 
ductions made by friends of the liquor 
traffic in favor of indulgence in Intoxicat- 
ing liquors, from the published results of 
the investigations conducted by Prof. W. 
O. Atwater as to the value of alcohol as a 
food, or the conclusions drawn from the 
miserable dpology for the mechanic who 
gets drunk, made by Bishop Potter in the 
words, ‘How can I blame him if now and 
then he evens up,’ as he says, we profound- 
ly believe that there is no valid defense for 
the use of alcoholic Iiquors as a beverage.” 


COIN EXPORT FORBIDDEN. 


Nicaragua Takes Measures to Prevent 
Outflow of Silver Money. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Consul Gen- 
eral Gottschalk sends from San Juan del 
Norte, Nicaragua, the translation of a re- 
cent decree issued by the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment, prohibiting the exportation of 
coined silver. The decree declares that the 
export of coin injures the Public Treasury 
and is the chief cause of the depreciation 
of national paper currency. 

Hereafter, it is decreed, silver coin shall 
be considered as contraband. The chiefs 
of Customs Houses and Police are ordered 
to make examination of all cargos and per- 
sonal baggage belonging to passengers 
about to leave the country, and the latter 
shall be obliged to pass their baggage 
through the office in charge of these mat- 
ters. 


THE MONETARY COMMISSION. 


Dr. Hollander May Be Made a Member 
by the President.

BALTIMORE, Md., March 24.—President 
Roosevelt is considering the appointment 
of Dr. Jacob H. Hollander, Professor of 
Economics at the Johns Hopkins Univers- 
ity, and ex-Treasurer of Porto Rico, as a 
member of the Monetary Commission au- 


thorized by Congress to consider the prob- 
lem of bimetallism. 

Dr. Hollander has held several important 
Governmental positions. When twenty-six 
years old he was made Secretary of the 
Volecott Bimetallic Commission, which 
went abroad to study the money question. 
He was appointed a Special Commissioner 
in 1900 to revise the tax laws of Porto Rico, 
and while engaged in this work President 
McKinley made him Treasurer of the 
island. When he had finished the work of 
installing a tax system there he returned 
to the Johns Hopkins University.

Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt were to have 
gone to New York Monday evening, and 
with Reginald Vanderbilt started from the 
farm in Portsmouth in a two-seated wag- 
on to go by road to the Bristol Ferry Sta- 
tion, there taking the train for Boston, and 
from that place going to New York on the 
midnight train. It was a dark and foggy 


night and the roads in Portsmouth are not 
particularly well lighted. 

The driver followed the electric car 
tracks until he reached the top of Quaker 
Hill, about two and a half miles from the 
farm, when the wheels slipped into a ditch 
which in the darkness was not seen by 
those in the carriage and the wagon and 
its occupants were thrown into the ditch. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt, while not seriously in- 
jured, suffered most from the mishap, re- 
ceiving several bruises and a slight abra- 
sion near the eye. The party picked them- 
selves up as well as they could and in a 
very much bedraggled condition, Mrs, Van- 
derbilt having lost her hat and all being 
thoroughly wet. 

They awaited a car from Fall River, 
which took them back to Oakland Farm. 
The wagon was soc badly damaged that it 
was impossible to return in it to the farm, 
and all thoughts of making another at- 
tempt to reach the station were abandoned. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt to-day showed but little 
ill-effect from the mishap. 


CROWD CHEERS RESCUE 
OF MOTHER AND CHILD. 


Policeman Willense Carries Half Hys- 
terical Woman from Fire Escape 
to Roof Through Smoke. 


While a crowd of several hundred persons | 


cheered him, Policeman Cornelius Willense 
of the West Thirtieth Street Station, on his 
way to duty last night, rescued a woman 
and her baby from a burning building at 
Twenty-fourth Street and Ninth Avenue. 
He carried both to the roof and out of 
danger. Policeman Brarmann, living in the 
house, rescued his own three-year-old 
daughter, Dorothy, by carrying her through 
thegsmoke to the roof, sending his wife on 
ahead of him. The fire did $500 damage. 
Walker Withers, a colored porter, burned 
his hands and one leg in trying to extin- 
guish the fire. He was attended at New 
York Hospital. 

The fire started in the storage for sta- 
tionery in the cellar of the drug store of 
Pond & Bowers, at 226 Ninth Avenue, on 
the corner of Twenty-fourth Street. It is 
four stories high. Withers discovered it 
while in the cellar, and tried to beat out 
the flames with his hands. He was burned, 
his clothing catching fire and burning his 
right leg. He then beat out the flames 
attacking his clothing, and continued to 
fight the fire with = ons of seltzer, until 
he had to retreat, the fire spreading too 
rapidly among the ee and stationery. 

The smoke was dense and rolled up 
through the house. Mr. Pond of the firm 
ran to the tenants, warning them of the 
danger. The Kellys on the third floor and 
the Brarmanns on the top floor ran into 
the halls, where the smoke was very dense, 
and were in so great a state of excitement 
for some minutes that they did not know 
what to do. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Kelly caught up her four- 
yeor-ere son, Emmett, and ran into the 

all, but the smoke was so dense she dared 
not try to escape that way and she fled 
back and ran out on the fire escape on the 
Twenty-fourth Street side of the building. 
A large crowd had gathered on the street, 
and when they saw Mrs. Kelly with the 
child on the fire escape and in a highly ex- 
cited state they thought’she was going to 


= out. 
‘“* Don't jump!" many cried. ‘‘ Wait!”’ 
The firemen had arrived and were trying 
to get to her, but Policeman Willense, in 
uniform and on his way to report for duty, 
saw the woman and child. He went through 
No. 222 to the roof and then over to 226, the 
burning building. He descended to the 
third-floor fire escape, where the woman 
and child were, Mrs. Kelly now half hys- 
terical. Willense first took the child to the 
roof and then he went down again for Mrs. 
Kelly, whom he had to carry, as she was 
unable to help save herself. 
BANK REDUCES ITS CAPITAL. 


Directors of the Neponset National of 
Canton, Mass., Prefer That to 
Paying an Assessment.

CANTON, Mass., March 24.-—-At a meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Neponset 
National Bank of Canton to-day it was 
voted to reduce the capital of the bank 
from $250,000 to $100,000, and to distribute 
$50,000 among the stockholders pro rata. 


Three members of the board were dis- 
placed—N. W. Dunbar, cashier of the 
bank; A. E. French, Vice President, and 


O. E. Chapman. F. M. Bird was elected tc 
fill one of the vacancies, and it is pro- 


posed to elect two other Directors, one 
from Canton and one from Stoughton. 
The bank is one of the oldest in the 


State, and was one of the leadirg State 
banks until 1864, when it became a Na- 
tional bank. Until about ten years ago it 
was very prosperous, and handled all of 
the business of the surrounding towns, 
paying 8 per cent. in dividends. Subse- 
quently 6 per cent. was paid until two 
years ago, when one dividend of 5 per 
cent. was declared, after which dividends 


were suspended. 

It was found that out of a total of $334,- 
162 of loans and discounts carried only 
$185,000 are good. The attention of the Con- 
troller of the Currency was directed to the 
bank by the Bank Examiner, and a few 
weeks age the officers were notified that 
in the opinion of the Controller the capital 
of the bank had been seriously impaired, 
and that one of two methods must be em- 
ployed to make good the impairment—the 
stockholders must either make up the def- 
icit by an assessment upon their stock, or 
the stock should be scaled down to the act- 
ual value of the assets. The stockholders 
were unwiiling to pay an assessment, and 
the other method, that of reducing the cap- 
ital, had to be resorted to. 

The action taken at the meeting was re- 
ferred to the Controller of the Currency 
for approval, and the meeting adjourned 
until March 30. In the Controller approves 
the bank wili have a surplus of about 
£100,000. 


WHY WILLIAMS MUST GO. 


Assistant Treasurer at Chicago Not Sat- 
isfactory to Secretary Shaw, Who 
Will Ask His Resignation.

CHICAGO, March 24.—Assistant Treas- 
urer Williams of Chicago will be given an 
opportunity to resign. Secretary Shaw will 
arrive in Washington to-morrow and one 
of his first acts will be to request Mr.

Sub-Treasury.

‘UNKNOWN TO HIS WIFE 
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So Mrs. Burdick Testifies - at 
the Inquest Proceedings. 
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Pennell Had No Duplicate of Her Key— 
Knew Nothing of His Bond to 
Give Her $25,000 — Mrs. 
Pennell Familiar with

BUFFALO, March 24.— Have you Te- 
ceived any information as to who killed 
your husband?”

The foregoing questions were addressed 
to Mrs. Alice Hull Burdick this afternoon 
by District Attorney Coatsworth at the in- 
quest into the death of her husband. The 
answers were returned by Mrs. Burdick in 
a calm, clear voice. The questions came 

| abruptly while the District Attorney was 
drawing from Mrs. Burdick information 
about her relations with Arthur R. Pen- 
nell. 

She denied that Pennell took her key to 
the front door of the Burdick home while 
they were in New York together and had 
several duplicates made of it. The Dis- 
trict Attorney put the question regarding 
the key to Mrs. Burdick in a number of 
different forms, but the answers were al- 
Ways emphatic denials that she or Pen- 
nell had ever ordered duplicate keys made 
or that the key had left her possession 
during her last exile from home. 

Mrs. Burdick was calmer and more col- 
lected while testifying to-day. Her testi- 
mony covered the week in which Burdick 
was murdered, and the name of Arthur R. 
Penfeti was constantly upon her lips. She 
said she trusted him implicitly in every- 
thing. The District Attorney read a number 
of letters written to Mrs. Burdick by Pennell 
in which he said life was not worth living 
without her, and that death would not be 
unwelcome. She knew nothing of a docu- 
ment found tn her safety deposit vault 
bonding Pennell to pay her $25,000 in the 
event of his being unable to marry her. 
Although it was among Mrs. Burdick’s 
private papers in the vault, she claimed to 
have been ignorant of its existence. 

Mrs. Burdick declared that the last time 
she saw Pennell was the Tuesday before 
the murder. He left her that night in At- 
lantic City, arriving in Buffalo Wednes- 
day. She was informed of Mr. Burdick's 
death by a message from Mrs. Hull on the 
following Friday and hastened to Buffalo. 
She reached her home Saturday morning. 
A brief note of sympathy from Pennell 
came to the house that day. She never 
heard from him or saw him again. 

Mrs. Burdick, in reply to questions from 
her attorney, said that nothing improper 
had occurred between her and Pennell, 
She said her husband was fond of the so- 
clety of other women. She testified that 
Mrs. Pennell was quite familiar with the 
dining room and “den” in the Burdick 
home. She expregsed the belief that Mr. 
Burdick would have admitted Mrs. Pennell 
to his house at any time, even at night. 

To complete the examination of every one 
who was known to have been in the Bur- 
dick home on the night of Feb. 26, when 
Edwin L. Burdick was murdered, the Dis- 
trict Attorney to-day called to the stand 
the two younger Burdick children, Carol 
and Alice, aged respectively thirteen and 
ten years. The District Attorney ques- 
tioned them closely about the events that 
occurred at their home on the night before 
and the morning after the murder of thetr 
father. The children displayed no more 
sign of emotion than did their grandmoth- 
er, or mother, or older sister while talking 
about the terrible death of their father. 
Their recollection of the happenings at the 
time of the tragedy were rather hazy, and 
“T don’t remember’’ was usually the an- 
swer they gave when the District Attorney 
pressed them closely on any point. 


MRS. BURDICK QUESTIONED. 


It was 10:20 o'clock when Justice Mure 
phy took his seat on the bench, Mr. Coats~ 
worth arriving at the same time. A few 
minutes later Mrs, Burdick walked into 
court. She appeared quite pale and worn, 
as if the ordeal of vesterday had told upon 
her. and dark rings under her eyes told of 
a sleepless night. Mr. Coatsworth at once 

' resumed his questioning. 


Q.—There was an occasion about two years aga 
when you and Mr. Burdick had quite an alterca- 
tion at your house? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—And after that it was necessary for him to 
wear a piece of court plaster on his head? A.--

Q.—Did not you at that time strike him over 
the head with a chair? A.—I did not. 

Q.—Did you at any time leave your family after 
you returned from Atlantic City, in 1901, prior 
to December, 1902? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Did Mr. Burdick? A.—No, Str. 

Q.—Don't you recall a time in 1902 when Mr. 
Burdick left home and lived at the Genesee 
Hotel? A.—No, Sir. He went out of town early 
in 1902, but returned again. 

Q.—Was it in January or February of 1902? 
A.—I don't remember. 

Q.—You received a letter from your husband 
from Indianapolis in January, last year? A.~ 
Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Coatsworth—I will read it: ‘* Received @ 
letter to-day from A. R. P., of the contents of 
which you are familiar. I shall decline to have 
any interview with him.” 


HER PLEA FOR THE CHILDREN. 


In that letter Burdick said he did not 
intend to come home again. Mrs. Bure 
dick wrote a letter in reply, in which she 
pleaded with her husband not to persist 
in his determination to sue for divorce, 
She made an appeal on behalf of the chfl- 
dren, declaring that the divorce proceed- 
ings would crush the children, especially 
Marion. ' 


‘““My God, Ed, this must not be. Yow 
cannot be so cruel to us. You have been 
generous; continue to be so,”’ the letter cone 
cluded. 

Mrs. Burdick said she remembered hav« 
ing written it. It was dated Jan. 27, 1902.

In it Mrs. Pen- 
nell said she wanted to warn him, and 
pleaded with him to take Mrs. Burdick 
home and not blast the lives of his chil- 
dren. She told him Mrs. Burdick was 
ebout to leave New York for Atlantic 


City, and that he should call her back be- 
fore she left. 

Another letter written by Mrs. Pennell 
to Burdick was read. lt was another plea 
that he drop the divorce proceedings and 
consent to the return of Mrs. Burdick, for 
the sake of his children, declaring that 
they needed a mother’s leve and care. Mrs. 
Pennell urged him to trust his wife once 

ore. #The letter was undated, but evi- 

ently was written about two weeks after 
rs. Burdick left for Atlantic City. Mr. 

Soatsworth resumed the examination.

Q.—Mr. Burdick got the key to your box in the 
safe deposit vault, didn’t he? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And this is the copy of a letter found in 
your box! A.—I do not know. I never saw it. 


PENNELL’S BOND FOR $50,000. 
Mr. Coatsworth then showed the witness 
the copy of a bond for $50,000 given by 
Penneli to secure the payment to her of 


letter of 


$25,000. The copy was in Mr. Burdick’s 
handwriting. 

Q.—That came from your safe deposit vault 
also, didn’t it? A.—I do not know. 

Q.—Don’t you know that such a bond was in 
that box? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Isn't it strange that Mr. Burdick could find 
that bond there and you could not? A.—I do 
not know anything about that. I think I can 


explain.-how he may have got into my box. When 
I went to the bank one day one of the clerks 
there asked me whether my brother still had the 
right to open my box. I told him I had no 
brother He then showed me an order giving 
my brother the right to enter that box. 
Continuing Mrs. Burdick said she did not 
know that Pennell made provision for the 
payment of $25,000 to her, and denied that 
he ever paid her that sum. She did not 
know whether he had assigned any of his 
life insurance policies over to her. She did 
not know that Pennell had made any pro- 
vision for her. After her talk with Lur- 
dick at the Genesee, when she had gone 
back to Atlantic City, she thought she 
wrote another letter to Mr. Burdick, in 
which she attempted: to explain some of 
the things that she had gone over with him 
at the Genesee. She thought she had made 
a claim for alimony, but she never applied 
to the courts for anv or for counsel fees. 


PENNELL PAID HER EXPENSES. 

While she was in Atlantic City Pennell 
never gave her any money, but he paid her 
expenses. He stayed there for a week. 
He went with her from New York to At- 
lantic City. She met Pennell twice in New 
York, the last time on Monday, Feb. 23. 
She was at the Victoria, and he at the 
Hoffman House. On the following day she 
met him in a parlor at the Fifth Avenue by 


appointment. He wanted her to sign some 
papers, 

She took the 2:55 train for Atlantic City. 
Pennell went with her to the train. They 
talked about the divorce proceedings. He 
told her she need not worry, that every- 
thing was going on all right, and that she 


had a good defense; that she would get 
the divorce instead of her husband getting 
it He did not say he had had a recent 


meeting with Burdick. She went to Atlan- 
tic City that afternoon, instead of waiting 
until night, because Pennell said he had 
to be back in Buffalo; that he had impor- 
tant business there. She did not urge him 
to stay; she wanted him to, but she never 
questioned anything he did. 


Q.—Didn't he love you just as much then as 
ever? A.—Yes, he did. 
Q.—Did you receive any communication from 


him prior to your husband’s death and after you 
left for Atlantic City? A.—I did not 

Q.—You swear that? A.—I will. 

Q.—What were you engaged at Wednesday 
evening, Feb, 267 A.—I think I was in my room 
in the hotel reading. I think I was tired and 
went to bed early. 


Q.—And when did you get up? A.—About 8 
o'clock, 

Q.—The usual time? A.—Yes, Sir. 

NEWS OF HER HUSBAND'S DEATH. 

Q.—Did you receive a telegram from your 
mother that morning? A.—Yes, a telegram that 
Ed was dead. 

Q.—Did you receive any letters from your 
mother while you were away? A.—Yes, two a 
week sometimes, 

Q.—Have you those letters now? A.—No; I 
destroyed them, 

Q.—You destroyed them? A.—Yes. I always 


cestroy my letters. That was my custom. I de- 
stroyed all letters but those from the children. 
Q.—Wasn't that rather strange? A.—No; it 
Was my custom to destroy my letters. While I 
am away I always do that. 
Q.—There was nothing in them you would not 
care to have read? A.—No, Sir. 


— oe about your family affairs? A.— 
No, 
Q.—Then why did you destroy them? A.—I did 


not care to have my private correspondence read 
by the maids in the hotel. 

Q.—But you had a trunk? A.—Yes, but I did 
not care about having my letters accumulate. 


Q.—You wrote letters frequently to your 
mother? A.—Yes, Sir 

Q.—And then the letters from your mother 
ceased to come? A.—Yes, Sir 

Q.—And you telegraphed to her? A.—Yes, I 
telegraphed to her asking whether she was ill. 
Q.—And when was that telegram sent? A.—On 
Sunday. 

Q.—The Sunday before your husband was 
killed? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Why did you telegraph on Sunday? A.— 
Because I had not heard from her in four or 


five days. 
Q.—Did you get a telegram from Pennell that 
Sunday? A.—Yes, Sir 


Q.—When did you get that? A.—It came be- 


fore I got a reply from my mother to the tele- 
gram which I sent: her. 

Q.—What was his telegram about? A.—He 
wanted me to meet him in New York. 

Q.—When you got the telegram from your 
mother announcing Burdick’s death, what reply 
did ,you send? A.—I replied that I would be 
home the following morning. 

Q.—Did you also telegraph to Pennell? A.— 
Yes, I wired him to meet me at the station. 

Q.—You arrived there Friday morning. Did 
you see Mrs. Hull? A.—yYes, Sir. 

Q.—Did you have a talk with her? <A.—Yes, 
Sir. 

WHAT MRS. HULL SAID. 

Q.—Did you ask her how it had happened? A.— 
Why yes, I said ‘‘ Mamma, what in the world 
has happened?’’ and she said *‘ Ed is dead, and 


he has been murdered right in his own house.’’ 

Q.—What did she tell you about it? A.—She 
told me how the servants had found the kitchen 
window open and how Ed could not be found, 
how the den door was closed, and how they were 
all frightened by the strange appearance of the 
den when they opened the door, and about tele- 
phoning for the doctor. 

Q.—Where else have you heard all this besides 
hearing it from your mother? A.—Maggie, the 
girl, told me. 

Q.—Haven'’t you read it in the newspapers? 
A.—I haven't read the newspapers. 


Q.—Did your mother tell you that when she 
looked into the den she saw Ed lying there? A.— 
No, she did not know it was Ed. 

Q.—Did you hear from Pennell that day? A.— 


1 got a brief note from him, in which he said he 
was sorry that he had been at the Falls when my 
telegram arrived, so that he could not meet me, 

Q.—Did you reply to that note? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Have you ever got a communication from 
since? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—And did you communicate with him in any 
way after that? A.—wNo, Sir. 

Q.—Did you ever see him again after he 
you on the train going to Atlantic City? 
No, Sir, 

A recess was taken at this point. 

VEILED THREATS OF SUICIDE. 


Mrs. Burdick again took the stand when 
the afternoon session of the Burdick in- 
quest began at 3 o'clock Mr. Coatsworth 
showed Mrs. Burdick a letter written from 
the Waldorf-Astoria to Mr. Burdick by 
Mrs, Pennell on Dec, 22, 1902. In it Mrs. 


Pennell asked Mr. Burdick whether he was 
absolutely crazy in taking the burden of 
pressing the divorce proceedings, She 
called attention to the fact that Pennell 
did not value life too highly, and intimated 
that he might commit suicide and take 
Mrs. Burdick with him. 
‘““What did she mean that?’ 
Mr. Coatsworth. 
‘IT don’t know,”’ 
In a letter written 


left 
A= 


asked 


replied Mrs. Burdick. 
ec. 28, 1902, by Mrs. 
Burdick to Mr. Burdick she told him she 
intended to go to Atlantic City. The let- 
ter also contained a veiled threat of suicide. 
She said she had never talked with Pennell 
about putting himself out of the way or 
about committing suicide herself. In an- 
other letter written by Pennell to Mrs. 
Burdick from Portland, Me., he addressed 
her as ‘“‘ Dearest Allie.’’ He said: ‘“‘ The 
night is beautiful, and as I look up at the 
moon I try to put my thoughts away. I 
love you, and must have you, but fate is 
inexorable unless we choose to break it, 
and you can never be mine.” 

She said she had received letters from 
him written in similarly melancholy mood. 
He was a very emotional man. 

Mr. Coatsworth read another letter writ- 
ten by Pennell] to Mrs. Burdick from Bos- 
ton, in which he said: 

Dearest Love: This is also a very hasty note. 
I got your letter. I was not surprised that your 
note was unhappy. We seem to be powerless 
against our fate. But we had our opportunity 
and failed to take advantage of it. 

Q.—What did he mean by ‘‘ we had our oppor- 
tunity and failed to take advantage of it"’ 7 A 
I don’t know, unless he was referring to the time 
we went to Atlantic City and came back again 


In another letter Pennell said his heart 
dragged him to her and would so long as 
the breath remained in his body; how Tone 
that was he did not care. He said: ‘I am 
never happy now unless I am with you.”’ 

Q.—What did he ever say to you about putting 
an end to his existence? A.—Nothing definite. 

Q.—Well, what did he say of an indefinite nat- 
ure that would lead an ordinary person to be- 
lieve he contemplated suicide? A.—He said he 
would rather be dead than opens or maimed. 
He never told me that he would commit suicide 

Q.—What did he mean when he wrote that you 
would be without defense when he was gone? 
A.-—I don't know, 

Penneil wrote another letter to her from 
the Waldorf-Astoria, in which he said he 
would be in Buffalo the next day, and 
made an-appointment with her at his office, 

“ This trip has not been a happy trip for 
me,’ he added. “‘ None are or can be with- 
out you. I shall go on despairingly, but 
calmiy, for I am not afraid of a fate which 
only your coming to me will avert. I shall 
see you Saturday. If only I could meet you 
alone again as used to, then I should be 
willing to die. For an hour with you is 
worth death or life.’ 

Mrs. Burdick testified that when she ‘went 
to Niagara Falls, on Dec. 3, she had with 
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her a key to the outer door of their house, 
She carried that key to New York and 
Atlantic City. 


PENNELL HAD NO KBY. 


Q.—And Mr. Pennell also had a key to the door? 
A.—Not that I know of. 

Q.—Where is that key now? A.—At home. 

Q.—Will you swear that Pennell did not have 
that key in his possession while you were in 
New York? A.—I will. 

Mrs. Burdick said she did not have du- 
plicates of the key made, nor did Pennell, 
and she had never let Pennell take it. 
Her mother had never seen the letters she 
received from Pennell. Neither did she 
know she was receiving them. 

Q.—Did she know anything of the relations be- 
tween you and Pennell? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Did she ever say anything to you about 
Pennell? A.—The night I went away she told 
me she blamed Pennell more than she did me. 

Q.—Did Marion ever say anything to you about 
Pennell? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Don't you recall that Marion told you she 


thought you were doing wrong? A.—No, Sir. 
Q.—Do you know whether your mother saw 
Pennell after you left home on Dec. 3? A.—I 
do not think so. 


DON'T KNOW WHO KILLED BURDICK. 


Q.—Have you received any information as to 
who killed your husband? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—You are positive about that? A.—I am. 

Q.—Has any one told you who killed your hus- 
band? A.-—No, Sir. 

Q.—You swear you have no knowledge or infor- 
mation as to who killed your husband; A.—I do. 

Q.—You swear to that? A.—I do. 

Q.—You never heard any one say that he or 


she was going to do it? A.—No, Sir 
Q.—And you have no information or knowledge 
by which you can place your hands on who did 


it?

“That's all," said Mr. Coatsworth. 
Cross-examined by Attorney Hartzell, 
Mrs. Burdick said that Pennell learned at 


the charity ball that Burdick had secured 
from her the letters which Pennell had 
written to her. He seemed much agitated, 
and wanted the letters back.

BURDICK’S DAUGHTERS TESTIFY. 


The next witness called was Carol Bur- 
dick, the thirteen-year-old daughter of the 
murdered man, a charming, unaffected 
child. She remembered the morning her 
father’s body was found. She remembered 
the dinner the previous evening, and told 
of her father’s movements up to the time 
he came into their room and kissed them 
good night. Her sister Marion was in the 
hall, and she thought she had gone to sleep 
before Marion came to bed. Marion had 
been sleeping with her grandma, but she 
could not remember whether she did that 
night or Thursday night. She met her 
grandma in the hall on the second floor on 
the morning that her papa was found dead 
She did not think she had her bathrobe on. 
She thought she was in her skirts. :

Declared by Counsel to be Agent 
of Jobbers in Metropolitan. 





He Tells at Libel Inquiry That Proceed- 
ings Against Railway Are Divided 
Into Departments. 





The hearing on the summons issued by 
William N. Amory, requiring Herbert H. 
Vreeland, President of the Metropolitan 
Street Railroad Company, to appear and 
show cause why he should not be prose- 
cuted for criminal libel was opened yes- 
terday afternoon in the private examina- 
tion room of the Centre Street Police Court 
before Magistrate Barlow. 

Throughout the afternoon Mr. Amory was 
on the stand under examination by De 
Lancey Nicoll, who, with Paul Cravath of 
Guthrie, Cravath & Henderson, appeared 


for Mr. Vreeland. Ex-Assistant District 
Attorney Thomas F. Byrne appeared as 
counsel for Mr. Amory, though Coleman 


Drayton, mentioned in the proceedings by 
Mr. Amory as his “ personal counsel and 
friend,’ also was present. 

The hearing was begun a few minutes af- 
ter 2 o'clock and was continued until 5:30, 
through &ll which time Mr. Amory sub- 

site z ‘ 
mitted tu inquiries from Mr. Nicoll, the 
purport of which was to justify the terms 
Mr. Vreeland had used in his’ denunciation 
of actions credited to the plaintiff, in reply 
to the attack that Mr. Amory was alleged 
to have instigated against the Metropolitan 
Stree* Railway ina newspapern publication 
of March 11. i 
The nature of the proceedings permitted 
the absence of Mr. Vreeland, his counsel 
representing him, while under concessions 
from both sides the ordinary procedures 
of the court were reversed, and the case 
opened with the plaintiff on the witness 
stand subject to examination by the law- 


yers for the defense. 

Straight through the examination, Mr. 
Nicoll held the position of attempting to 
show that Mr. Amory was inspired by mo- 
tives of gain in his activity concerning 
the affairs of the Metropolitan Street Ra‘l- 
wuy Company, and he pressed many of his 
Guestions as to the personal acts and con- 
nections of Mr. Amory so close that there 
were repeated controversies between the 
counsel as to whether the questions should 
be admitted. 


CALLS IT. ORGANIZED ATTACK. 
of Mr. 
Nico!l 


Some 
in Mr. 


Amory’'s testimony resulted 
declaring that the plaintiff 


was engaged in an organized attack on the 


Metropolitan Street Railway Company for 
“stock-jobbing purposes,” aided by some 
of the most active stock jobbers and spec- 
ulators of Wall Street. 

Names brought out as those of men with 


whom Mr. Amory had conferred before he 
permitted the publication of his charges 
against the street railway company includ- 
ed those of James R. Keene, Talbot J. 
Taylor, Harry Breaker, District Attorney 
Jerome, and ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Eugene A. Philbin. 7 

The further fact brought out in Mr. 
Amory’s testimony that he was aware of 
civil suits to be brought by stockholders in 
the interest of stockholders in the Metro- 
politan Street Railway, on the strength of 
Statements set forth as facts as the result 


of Mr. Amory’s investigation, caused Mr. 
Nicoll to interrupt the witness with this 
protest to the court. 


“This is the limit! Here is a man who 
by his own testimcny, has been ransacking 
the city to find stockholders willing to aid 
him in his attacks and money suits against 
this company, ard who admits that his 
only business is the ‘investigation’ of a 
company in which he has absolutely no in- 
terest as a stock or bond holder.” — 

Mr. Amory, when placed on the stand 
said his residence was 127 East Sixty-sec- 
ond Street, and in response to a question 
as to his business answered: 

‘| have none except this railroad affair.” 

‘What railway affair?’ Mr. Nicoll 
asked. , 

‘Why, the Metropolitan Street Railway 
which I have been investigating. for more 
than a, year,”’ Mr. Amory responded. 

Mr. Amory in answer to questions thtn 
related the various occupations he had en-~ 
gaged in through the eighteen years that 
he had been a resident of New York City, 
and said that for the greater part of that 


time he had heen engaged as the agent 
preliminary to the construction of street 
railways, his employment having been 


chiefly to obtain rights of way from prop- 


erty owners. He also was employed as an 
agent of John Starin in connection with 
the latter's shipping enterprises, and had 


held a seat in the Produce Exchange, ob- 
tained for him by Mr. Starin. About that 
time, he answered to a direct question, he 
was examined in supplementary proceed- 
ings on three judgments. 


HIS RAPID TRANSIT BID. 


The inquiry then touched on affairs of 
the Rapid Transit Railroad, the testimony 
being as follows: 


Q.—You know of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion’s plan to sell the franchise and right to 
conduct the new road through the tunnel? A.— 
Yee . 

Q.—You were a bidder for the franchise and 
road were you not? A.—Yes., 

Q.—The terms for purchase required a payment 
of a certain per cent. in cash, and further pay- 
ments under conditions made by the commission, 
did they not? A.—Yes. 

Q.—You did pay $100 on the bid you made? 

Yes, 


Mr. Amory then went on to say that, as 
his was the only bid, the contract was 
awarded to him. Mr. Nicoll interposed to 
may that the bid was rejected the same 
day. 

“It was not rejected,’’ Mr. Amory retort- 
ed. ‘‘I am advised by eminent counsel that 
my bid was not rejected legally.’ 

Mr. Nicoll responded to objections on the 
part of Mr. Byrne by an attack on Mr. 
Amory as ‘“‘the man who claims to own 
the Rapid Transit Railway, on the strength 
of a payment of $100 made at a time when 
he was being examined in supplementary 
proceedings. 

Mr. Amory testified that he also was 
Secretary of the Third Avenue Railroad, 
which place he filled up to the time of the 
lease of the Third Avenue line by the Met- 
ropolitan Company... He was asked wheth- 
er he did not apply to friends to use their 
aid to keep him in the employ of the Met- 
ropolitan Company, but denied that he 
ever had made such application. 

Q.—Did you not have an interview with Mr. 
Parsons in which you complained that you had 
been very badly used by the Third Avenue and 
Metropolitan Roads, and that you were going to 
hit back @nd get even with them? A.—I think 
not, but it is possible I may have said that they 
had committed grave crimes and that [ was 
going to punish them, 

Questioned as to his acquaintance with 
the Messrs, Wormser, Mr. Amory said he 
knew two Wormsers, but did not know 
their first names. He went to their office 
last Fall with a letter of introduction and 
some material concerning the Metronolitan 
Street Railway. He also testified that he 
had been to see James R. Keene con- 
cerning his investigations of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway. and had seen him 
probably half a dozen himes. He was not 
introduced, but presented himself. 

He said he found Mr. Keene alone on all 
his visits except one, when he met Talbot 
J. Taylor in Mr. Keene's office. He went 
to see Mr. Taylor later, and through Mr. 
Tavlor's advice employed as an expert ac- 
countant, John C. Hertle, formerly Com. 
missioner of Accounts, in further investi- 
gation of the Metropolitan Street Rallway’s 
affairs. 

Q.—You know the other expert accountant, 
Max Teichmann? A.—I 

Q.—Why was he employed? A.—I told Mr. 
Keene and Mr. Taylor certain facts regarding 
the Metropolitan Railway Company. Mr, Keene 
refused to have anything to do with the matter; 
but Mr. Taylor thought the matter so important 
that an investigation ought to be made. I hired 
Mr. Hertle. He made a report that was so 
startling that Mr. Taylor called in an expert of 
his own, Mr. Teichmann, to make an investiga- 
tion, and Mr. Teichmann confirmed the report of 
Mr. Hertle. 

Asked where the Teichmann report is, Mr. 
Amory said he believed the District Attor- 
ney had it. He also said that for a time 
ex-District Attorney Philbin had a copy 


of it. 
TEICHMANN’S SECOND REPORT. 
Mr. Nicoll offered in evidence a report 


from Mr. Teichmann to Mr. Vreeland, but 
Mr. Byrne objected to admitting it, as he

said Mr. Vreeland kad hired Mr. Teich- 
mann to make the report. 
“Mr. Vreeland: did not pay him,"’ Mr. 


Nicoll fairly shouted. ‘‘ Mr. Teichmann has 
done it because he was led into a trap by 
this crowd of speculators and he wanted 
to right a wrong.’’ The report was not 
admitted, however. 

Objection was made to Mr. Nicoll pursu- 
ing the subject of how Mr. Amory came to 
interest Mr. Philbin in his investigation, 
or “attack,” as Mr. Nicoll termed it, on 
the Metropolitan Strcet Railway, and Mr. 
Nicoli in warm tones exclaimed: 

“It is material to the case. What does

this inquiry lead us to so far? Here we 
find the defendant closeted with the great- 
est speculators in Wali Street and these 
employing expert accountants to bolster up 
this investigator’s reports. After all these 
attacks on the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way, tade to public officials and to the 
Chief Magistrate of the city, he has gone 
down to the greatest speculators of the 
time, Keene and Taylor and the Wormeers. 
What 'Mr. Vreeland says of the matter 1s 
that the figures have been perverted in 
the interest of stock jobbing and specula- 
tion. After all this we find Mr. Amory 
associated with Mr. Philbin, who says he 
also is investigating the Metropolitan in 
the interest of his unknown clients. Why 
should we stop now? Why not find out 
who else besides Mr. Keene, Mr. Taylor, 
the Wormsers, and Mr. Amory are interest- 
ed in these efforts, all intended to influ- 
ence the price of securities, for the profit 
of stock jobbers?" ‘ ;

Mr. Amory, however, ad- 
mitted that he had given advice to a few 
persons as to dealing in Metropolitan stoc k, 
but denied that he had said anything more 
than to te!l them not to buy.

Asked as to details of the plan of the 
civil suits, Mr. Amory replied that he did 
not know what they were, as they were out 
of his department.

Mr. Nicoll denounced the entire arrange- 
ment as a conspiracy against the Metro 901-

itan Street Railway Company, and W 
objection was made to his continuing to 
question the witness as to the plans for 


future civil suits that were no part of the 
proceedings for libel declared that he 
wished to lead up to the point where he 
might find out who was the man with 
money behind the attacks on the Metropol- 
itan Street Reilway.

An adjournment was taken until 
o'ciock this afternoon. 
Mr. Vreeland later issued a_ statement 


concerning the recently published report by 
Max Teichmann dealing with the affairs of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway. The 
statement explains the second report by 
Mr. Teichmann, which was offered in evi- 
dence and rejected at the hearing. In this 
Mr. Vreeland says in part: 

“Mr. Teichmann was asked to furnish us 
with a copy of his report, which request 
seemed reasonable in view of the fact that 
it had been published in incomplete and 
garbled form. Mr. Teichmann, in view of 
the misunderstanding which had been 
created by the partial publication of his 
report, has spent several days in New 
York in consultation with our accountant, 
Mr. Little, and in the course of his investi- 
gation made such an examination of our 
books as seemed to him necessary to clear 
up the several questions covered by his 
original report. Mr. Teichmann made it 
plain that his original report was so quall- 
fied, in view of the exceedingly limited 
data at his disposal, that had it been pub- 
lished as a whole it would not have been 
useful to those who have sought to injure 
the Metropolitan Company. 

‘Mr. Teichmann then placed in my hands 
a supplemental report entirely exonerating 
the company.”’ 


Murphy Appointees, Sent Back to Patrol 
Duty, Are Made Full Detéctives 
by Court of Appeals. 


ALBANY, March 24.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day handed down a decision di- 
recting the reinstatement of Patrick Fay, 
William Colby, and William J. Lahey as 
Detective Sergeants in the New York City 
Police Department and the retirement of 
Fay on a pension of $1,000 per yea 

These men were appointed Detective Ser- 
geants in December, 1901, and in July, 
1902, Commissioner Partridge reduced them 
to the ranks. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals, ex- 


pressed in an opinion written’ by Judge 
O'Brien, is that these men were protected 
in their positions as Detective Sergeants 
by the provision of the New York charter 
which prohibits a reduction to the ranks 
without charges having been proved. The 
decision is rendered on the precedent estab- 


lished in the Sugden case, decided two 
weeks ago, in which Judge Haight wrote 


the opinion. 

Judge O'Brien holds that a detective is 
simply a policeman and that there is no 
difference in the law between patrolmen, 
Roundsmen, and detectives 


The decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the cases of Policemen William £ Lahey, 
Patrick Fay, and William Colby, once De- 
tective Sergeants created by the late Com- 
missioner Murphy, and remanded to patrol 
duty by his successor, Col. Partridge, not 
only restores them to their rank, with an 
increase in per of $600 a year and back 
pay from time of remand to reinstate- 
ment, but restores ninety-two other re- 
manded Detective Sergeants. These would 
have numbered ninety-three but for the 
death of Joseph O’Donahue after reduction. 

Lahey and the other two men who are 
reinstated by the decision figured for the 
ninety-six remanded Sergeants in the liti- 
gation to obtain reinstatement. The nine- 
ty-six were divided as follows: Manhattan, 
seventy-eight; Brooklyn, fourteen, and 
Queens, four. Lahey was the first appoint- 
ed a Detective Sergeant by Col. Murphy, 
the promotion dating April 17, 1901. Col. 
Partridge, after consulting Corporation 
Counsel Rives, promptly sent the ninety-six 
men to patrol duty, and they had to ex- 
change their *‘ yellow ’”’ shields for “‘ white ” 
ones. 

The men who figured in the test case ob- 
taiped a decision in their favor from the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
Col. Partridge, on the opinion of the Law 
Department that this could be reversed 
sent the case to the higher court. The 
back pay which the decision allowed was 
paid the men, but they were again reduced 
to the ranks. Under the present decision 
each reinstated man will receive nine 
months’ back pay, or $450, or, for the nine- 
ty-five survivors, a lump sum of about 
$42,750, 

The decision compels the recognition of 
the litigants and the other remanded men 
not only as Detective Sergeants, but as full 
Sergeants, and such rank must be given 
them in precincts if they are not taken 
into the Detective Bureau.

TEXAS RAILWAY BILLS PASS. | 


They Will Permit the Consolidation of 
Various Lines.

AUSTIN, Texas, March 24.—The Legisla- 
ture to-day passed finally the ‘Frisco and 


Santa Fé Railroad Consolidation bills, and 
they went to the Governor for his ap- 
proval. 

The St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
way Company is authorized to purchase 
and operate the Fort Worth and Rio 


Grande, the Paris and Great Northern, the 
Texas and Red River, the Texas and Sher- 
man, the Blackwell, Enid and Texas, and 
the Oklahoma and Texas Railroads. The 
separate general office which each of these 
companies now maintains will be abolished, 
and the general office of the consolidated 
lines will be maintained at Fort Worth. 

The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé Rail- 
way Company is authorized to purchase 
and operate the Gulf, Beaumont and Great 
Northern and Kansas City, Beaumont and 
Gulf Railroads. 


LOS ANGELES ROAD DEAL. 





Purchase of Part of Oregon Short Line 
Provided For in Proposal. 


The negotiations which have been going 
on between Senator W. A. Clark and the 
Union Pacific interests include, it was 
learned yesterday, the proposed purchase 
of part of the Oregon Short Line by the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Rall- 
road. 

The part cf the Oregon Short Line which 
it is proposed to purchase is the southerly 
part of the main line, south of Salt Lake 


City. It is a nearly direct line between 
that city and Calientes, Nevada, with a 
few small branches. The purchase will 


probably also include the right of way, now 
being surveved, from Calientes to a point 
on the Southern Pacific near Palm Springs, 
Cal.

JOHN MITCHELL ON STRIKES. 


Calis Them “ the Sledge Hammers That 
Weld the Connecting Links of 
Labor and Capital.” 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., March 
Coal operators, miners, laboring men, pro- 
fessional men, bankers, and business men 
to the number of more than 2,000 gathered 
here to-day to listen to an open-air ad- 
dress by President John Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers on the subject of 
strikes. His remarks bore directly and 
almest entirely on the situation in West 
Virginia at this time. He said in part: 

“The capital and labor question demands 
the serious attention and investigation of 
the American public. It is the paramount 
subject of the American thinking people, 
and all chimeras and theories must bow 
before the great facts pressing for solution 
and settlement. I am not an advocate of 
strikes, but there are times when they are 
necessary to clinch the argument of truth 
in the interests of the laboring people of 
this country. Strikes are a feature of civi- 
lization, and they are merely a means to 
an end in the great social evolution that is 
now confronting the American people. Bar- 
barous countries and States have no 
strikes; they are unknown there. 

“Strikes are the sledge hammers that 
weld the connecting links of labor and 
capital and make the endless chain of 
commercial prosperity. We want a better 
understanding between employer and em- 
ploye, and we come with offerings of 
peace. The labor unions are trusts, just 
like your doctors’ trust, the ministers 
trust, and the money trust, only we call 
these associations and corporations, while 
we style ourselves unions. There is no 
civilization without labor. There can be no 
progress without this potent factor, and 
why should we not protect and foster the 
interests of such an important element in 
our National progress? 

‘* We have an abiding faith in the people 
for an amicable adjustment of the differ- 
ences between labor and capital, and truth, 
that jewel for which our great economic 
statisticians are searching, will settle all

strikes and adjust all differences. We de- 
sire an amicable settlement of the ressing 
questions of the labor movement in West 


Virginia, and every fair means will be em- 
ployed by the United Mine Workers to bring 
about this happy result.”

FLOOD RESCUE AT ALBANY. 


Mother and Eight Children and the Body 
of the Father Taken from 
an Island. 


ALBANY, March 24.—From the upper 
story of a house on flooded Montgomery's 
Island a rescuing party at noon to-day 
took a mother and eight children and the 
body of the husband and father, who died 
at 8 o'clock last night. The children were 
crying for food when the party arrived, and 
the wife was almost prostrated by the 
death of her husband. 

The family was that of P. J. Harney, 
who came from New York City on Sunday 
to take a place as watchman at the Mont- 
gomery ice works. Harney had a bad cold 
when he came up the river, and the ex- 
posure of his journey to the island made 
it worse. It developed into acute pneu- 
monia on Sunday. Because of the flood on 


the river, it was impossible to get medicine 
or a physician, and he died next night. 

Word of the conditions in the little house 
into which the Harneys had moved was 
taken to Rensselaer this morning by an 
employe of the Montgoméry icehouse, on 
the island, who had gone to investigate. 
Though ice was in the river and the flood 
made such a journey exceedingly danger- 
ous, ne rowed in a small boat four and a 
half miles and told Mayor Lansing of 
Rensselaer of the circumstances. 

The Mayor at once set about to see hat 
could ve done, and found Capt. Davis, the 
owner of the tugboat Van Tuyl. The Cap- 
tain soon had his boat and crew ready, 
and with an_undertaker and Superintendent 
Rowe and Special Officer Stewart of the 
Hudson River Humane Society the boat 
left the Rensselaer dock at 11:45 o'clock. 

When the island was reached it was seen 
to be covered with water so that the tug 
could sa!l all over it, s0 Capt. Davis sailed 
right up to the front porch of the house. 
Inside the mother was crying. and her eight 
children were about her, the older oncs 
mourning about the father’s death and the 
younger ones crying for food. The young- 
est child is five months old and the oldest 
fifteen years. They were brought back on 
the tug to Albany and taken charge of by 
the Humane Society this afternoon. The 
family are destitute. Capt. Davis, besides 
giving his boat, slipped a ten-dollar bill 
nto the widow’s hand.

Mrs. Mulligan’s Hand Cut in Quar- 
rel Over Real Estate.

Contest for Six Years Over a Plot 
Which Was Won in a Lottery 
Fifty Years Ago.

Mrs. William G. Mulligan, a lawyer, and 
the only woman member of the Real Es- 
tate Exchange, last night had an alterca- 
tion with John J. Cox, who keeps a saloon 
at Third Avenue and One Hundred and 
Seventy-seventh Street, and received a cut 
in the palm of the left hand. She says 
that Cox used a knife, but that he denies.

TOBACCO TRUST WAR. 


Building Leased as a Distribution Depot 
by the Retail Dealers’ Association 
—Outside Aid Proffered. 


It was announced by the President of the 
Board of Directors of the Retail Cigar and 
Tobacco Association of Greater New York 
at a meeting held last night in Maenner- 
chor Hall in East Fifty-sixth Street, that 
a four-story building at 705 and 707 Third 
Avenue had been leased for the associa- 
tion, and that a depot for the distribution 
of goods made by independent manufactur- 
ers would be opened there about April 1. 
The stock in the association, which was 
incorporated about a month ago, is being 


bought up by the local dealers, and it is 
proposed to go into the business on a large 
scale, 

The independent retailers are busy com- 
piling a list of all indepefdent-made goods, 
and the agents of the association will make 
an effort to secure the distribution of these 
through their depot. It is proposed, in ad- 
dition, to offer coupons for prizes, and this 
will be done through the association and 
its members. 

The reports from the organizing commit- 
tees in the various districts in Greater 
New York indicated that the membership 
of the association is growing steadily, and 
the attendance and enthusiasm at last 
night's meeting denoted that interest in 
the anti-trust fight is growing. Aid is 
also coming in from the outside, a repre- 
sentative of the Universal Tobacco Com- 
pany, an organization of independents, 
offering the support of that company's 
branches in many cities extending as far 
West as Omaha.

WINSTED, Conn., March 24.—Judge 
William 8S. Case, in the Superior Court, 


to-day rendered judgment in favor of the 
defense in the case of Mrs. Charlotte N. 
Schermerhorn, her son, Alfred E. Scher- 
merhorn, and J. Dickman Brown, all of 
New York. He accepted the report of the 
State referee, Judge Dwight Loomis, be- 
fore whom special hearings were held, and 
sustained the defendants’ demurrer in the 
case. 

The suit was brought to set aside the con.

Morris, valued at nearly $100,000, and the 
subsequent conyeyance of the property by 
the son to Mr. Brown. The plaintiff set up 
that she was unduly influenced and insane 
and out of her mind when she transferred 
the property, and that Mr. Brown acquired 
it with knowledge of her disabilities. 

At. one of the hearings before Judge 
Loomis it was shown that Mr. Schermer- 
horn while at Yale University loaned his 
mother a total of $75,000. Judge Loomis’s 
decision was to the effect that the plaintiff 
was of sound mind and memory and fully 
compreheaded the nature and effect of the 
giving of the South Farms Inn deed, and 
that no damage had been occasioned to her 
by any of the acts or conduct complained 
of on the part of the son. 


COKE PLANT IN MARYLAND. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Md., March 24.—Expert- 
ments have been begun with the big new 
coke plant at the Maryland Steel Works, 
at Sparrows Point. It has taken two years 
to construct the plant. There will be four 
batteries of by-product ovens. One only is 


in operation now. Each oven is 43 feet 
long and 6 feet high, and has a daily ca- 
pacity of six tons of coke, in addition to 
such by-products as ammonia, tar, gas, &c. 
There are fifty ovens to a battery, so that 
the daily output of the plant when com- 
pleted will be 1,200 tons of coke. The daily 
output of each battery is 300 tons. 
Labor-saving machinery is provided, in- 
cluding a —— machine to drive the 
finished coke upon the platform. Gas is 
used to heat the ovens and-to assist in the 
regulation of the heat. The mode of opera- 
tion involves a reversal of the currents 
every half hour. The Maryland Steel Com- 
pany has built a gas plant for the purpose 
of making gas to heat the ovens. It has 
also provided large tanks in which to store 
the ammonia, tar, and other by-products. 
When in full operation the plant will pro- 
duce 6,000,000 cubic feet of gas of eighteen- 
cendiepomer light daily, It is said the 
gas will be piped to Baltimore for illumin- 
ating purposes, the mains to connect with 
those of the Consolidated Gas Company, 
which controls the gas lighting of this city,

DELMOUR BOWS TO MURPHY. 


His Navaho Club to Support the Dis- 
trict Leader Desired by Four- 
teenth Street.

NEWARK PHYSICIAN ACCUSED. 
OF CONCEALING SMALLPOX. 


Physical Altercation, a Bribery Charge, 
and Disappearance of a Sick Man— 
Dr. Ribbans Admits Wrong 
Diagnosis. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 24.—Bad blood 
of long standing resulted in a scene be- 
tween Dr. Herold, head of the Department 
of Health; Dr. Worl, one of the depart- 
ment's doctors; Dr. Robert C. Ribbans, a 
private practitioner, of 63 Central Avenue, 
and a trained nurse, in a house of death 
at 102 Fourth Street on Sunday, according 
to stories which became public here to- 
day, and there are rumors of coming prose- 
cutions, 

The patient, Mrs. Coburn, died yesterday 
of smallpox. Dr. Ribbans is said to~have 
called Dr. Worl a liar, whereupon Dr. Worl 
dealt him a blow with his fist, and the 
nurse, whose name is given only as Charles, 
attempted to gouge out the eye of Dr. 
Worl with an umbrella thrust. 

Dr. Herold then jumped into the fray, 
knocking the umbrella to one side, the 
metal ferrule of the umbrella, however, 
grazing Dr. Worl’s cheek. Further hos- 
tilities were suspended. Both sides have 
many partisans, and some familiar with 
the trouble say that it dates back a year, 
to when Dr. Ribbans was dismissed from 
the department staff of doctors. 

Dr. Ribbans admits he erred in some 
smallpox cases, but declares he failed to 
recognize the disease. He retallates upon 
Dr. Worl, one of his principal accusers, by 
declaring that the physician while doing the 
city’s work accepted $5 from the woman 
who is now dead. 

Dr. Worl says he took the money to carry 
out the innocent ruse that he was there 
in a private consulting capacity, lest the 
knowledge of his true relation should have 
a bad effect upon the household. He de- 
clares that he reported taking the money 
to his superiors, and in this he is borne out. 

The trouble, so far as it directly concerns 
the public, began on Feb. 28, when Dr. 
Ribbans reported that Miss Daisy McCurdy 
had smallpox at 46 Second Street. She de- 
=. had been there all the time she 
was ill. 

The driver of the City Hospital ambu- 
lance, however, then said he had removed 
a woman said to be suffering from typhoid 
fever to that house from another in Fifth 
Street shortly before His suspicions were 
so aroused by the appearance of the patient 
that he caused the ambulance to be disin- 
fected at once. 

Thomas W. Coburn, a relative of Miss 
McCurdy, was reported ill from erysipelas 
at the Fourth Street house on March 10 by 
Dr. Ribbans. Dr. Worl was sent there, and 
reported back that it was erysipelas. He 
was deceived, he now says, by the fact 
that the man's face was coated with the 
ointment used for that disease. It was then 
the $5 was paid. 

Dr. Worl says he gave up the money to 
Dr. Ribbans after the close of his visit, tell- 
ing him to return it to Mrs. Coburn. Dr. 
Ribbans denies that he received it. Dr. 
Ribbans reported Mrs. Coburn’s case as 
scarlet fever on March 20. 

A nurse, immune from having had small- 
pox, reported the true nature of the disease 
y telephone to Health Officer Chandler 
Sunday morning. The informer said that 
Dr. Ribbans had called him to look at the 
patient the day before. They agreed she 
would surely die. 

Then, accerding to this unknown, Dr. Rib- 
bans ordered an undertaker to prepare a 
hermetically sealed casket in readiness for 
the death. Not the least sensational feat- 
ure that Dr. Ribbans may be called upon to 
explain is what has become of Coburn, who 
has disappeared, concealment of smallpox 
being a serious offense under the law.

Jacob A. Cantor, President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, introduced an ordi- 
nance in the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
prohibiting Sunday dramatic entertain- 
ments.

BRITISH HERO ACCUSED. 


Major General Macdonald, Command- 
ing Ceylon Forces, Charged with 
immorality. 


COLOMBO, Ceylon, March 24.—Charges of 
the most serious nature have been brought 
against Major Gen. Sir Hector Macdonald, 
commanding the British forces in Ceylon, 
in consequence of which the Governor of 
that island, Si: Joseph West Ridgeway, 
has been authorized to convene a court- 
martial to try Gen. Macdonald. 

The latter, when the charges were filed 
some time ago, went to England to con- 
fer with his friends and superior officers, 
and now, it is understood, he will return 
and face the charges, which, it is alleged, 
are based on immoral acts. 

“Major Gen. Macdonald, who is an aide 
Ge camp to King Edward, was born in 
1853, enlisted in the Gordon Highlanders 
and served nine years in the ranks. 
accompanied Sir Frederick (now Lord) Rob- 
erts in his famous march to Cabul, was 
present at the battle of Candahar, and was 
promoted to be Second Lieutenant. Since 
then Macdonald has served in the Boer war, 
3881, during which he took part in the bat- 
tle of Majuba Hill: the Nile expedition, 
1884-5; Suakin, 1888; the Nile, 1889; cap- 
ture of Tokar, 1891; commanded the Sec- 
ond Infantry Brigade of the Dongola ex- 
peditionary force, 1896; commanded the 
Egyptian Brigade, 1897-98, including taking 
part in the battles of Abu-Hamed, Atbara, 
and Khartoum; received the thanks of Par- 
liament and was appointed an aide de camp 
to the late Queen Victoria; commanded the 
troops in the Sirhind district of India, 1899; 
eommanded the Highland Brigade, South

tle of Paardeburg, and made a Knight

LONDON, March 25.—The Times in an 
editorial commenting on the resignation 
of President Castro of Venezuela, says 
that whatever be the motives, it is mani- 
fest that the event cannot in any way 
affect Venezuela's international obliga- 
tions. Americans know the Venezuelans 
better than the English, says The Times, 
but even the Americans seem a good deal 
puzzled regarding the true inwardness 
of this remarkable message. Castro is 
undoubtedly capable of any act of bad 
faith which he might fancy would save 
him from the abhorrent necessity of hav- 
ing to pay. 

The note which Mr. Bowen is said to 
have delivered to Ambassador Herbert 
rather suggests that Castro would like 
to resort to dilatory tactics. Venezuela, 
the editorial continues, cannot look for 
countenance or support from the Wash- 
ington Government or the people of the 
United States in any attempts to evade 
by trickery any legal obligations she has 
assumed. Were she to make such at- 
tempts, she would place on Président 
Roosevelt and the Government the mor- 
al duty of assisting the allied powers to 
obtain their rights. 

“If American feelings forbid the Eu- 
ropean States policing lawless South and 
Central American States in the most ef- 
fective way,” the editorial concludes, 
“the American sense of justice must in- 
duce America to join in the responsibil- 
ity of policing them herself. She cannot 
otherwise expect those suffering by the 
misdeeds of these States to abate their 
right to redress because the vindication 
of that right may create uneasiness 
among some of her citizens.” 


SPAIN’S VENEZUELAN CLAIMS. 


A Protocol Providing for an Adjustment 
Has Been Signed. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Spanish 
Government will sign with Minister Bowen 
a protocol providing for the appointment 
of a mixed commission to sit at Caracas 
to adjust the claims of the citizens of 
Spain against Venezuela. Sefior de Ojeda, 
the Spanish Minister at Washington, in- 
formed Mr. Bowen to this effect to-day. 

The President of the Republic of Mexico 
will be asked to name the umpire, who will 
decide questions of disagreement between 
the two Commissioners provided for in 
the protocol. 

With the completion of the Spanish pro-

POLICE FIND NO TRACE 
OF MRS. NATHAN’S JEWELS. 


She Had Telephoned Her Trusted But- 
ler, Who Stole Them, Instructing 
Him to Lock Them in the Safe. 


No trace of George Bossut, the trusted 
French butler who disappeared on Satur- 
day with thousands of dollars worth of 
jewels belonging to Mrs. Alfred Nathan of 
36 East Seventy-second Street, had been 
discovered by the police up to last night. 
Neither had any of the gems or pawn 
tickets for them been found. 

Bossut had by all the evidence made 
careful preparations for the coup. He had 
sent his baggage away from the Nathan 
residence days before the robbery. He 
selected a day when Mrs. Nathan was out— 
but there was no special reason for that, 
for Mrs. Nathan says he was trusted with 
everything, and might have taken the jew- 
els at any time. However, on Saturday Mr. 
and Mrs. Nathan went out of town to Deal 
Beach, where they are building a country 
house, and set off in such a hurry that 
Mrs. Nathan forgot to lock up some of her 
most valuable jewelry. She remembered 
her omission after she reached Deal Beach 
and telephoned to her house to have her 
neglect repaired. George Bossut was the 
person she talked to over the wire. Mrs. 
Nathan told him where the jewels were, 
and the whereabouts of the key of the 
safe in which they should be locked. When 
Mr. and Mrs. Nathan returned that after- 
noon, the butler and the jewels had disap- 
peared. 

The thief left on the safe where some of 
the jewels had been, a polite note to say 
that he had taken the jewels, which he 
intended to pawn. He added that if Mrs. 
Nathan would keep quiet about it he'd send 
her the pawn tickets. 

This was the list of the things the trusty 
George took away: 

A diamond dog collar, three inches high, con- 
taining a. medallion worked in the centre of a 
square. 

A pearl necklace, containing three strands pf 
271 pearls and a pink clasp. 

A diamond tiara, with a star in the centre and 
a four-karat diamond in the centre of the star. 

A pin set with six pearls, surrounded by small 
diamonds. 

A ring containing a 2\%4-karat sapphire between 
two diamonds of 1 karat each; old-fashioned 
setting. 

A ring set with a 2-karat emerald, surrounded 
by small diamonds, 

A hoop ring containing one hoop of pearls and 
two hoops of diamonds. 

A diamond hair clasp. 

A diamogei and pearl comb, mounted on amber, 
Three pearl studs, 

A pearl and diamond scarf pin. 

Six pearl vest buttons, each set with a small 
diamond, and sleeve buttons to match. 





A lady’s gold watch, surrounded by smail 
pearls and marked ‘‘ M, L.’’ 
Six gold vest buttons marked ‘A. N.”’ 


Two diamond brooches. 

A diamond levallier support, 
pearl, with an invisible wire. 

Mrs. Nathan says they were all the 
jewels she had except those she wore to 
Deal Beach. The butler had not, however, 
availed himself of her forgotten key, men- 
tioned in the telephone message. He had a 
duplicate key—at least one such was miss- 
ing—and had found and carried off also 
some jewels which were not in the safe, the 
hiding place of which being known only to 
Mrs. Nathan, the enterprising George must 
have spied out for himself. As to the value 
of the stolen jewels Mrs. Nathan was not 
recise—the first figure was $25,000, but 
Tnspector McClusky said $11,000 was the 
appraised value of the articles listed above.

CREW OF SINKING BARK SAVED. 


The Steamship Edda Reaches This Port 
with the Freidig’s Sailors.

The Norwegian steamship Edda, laden 
with sugar, arrived here yesterday from 
Macoris, Santo Domingo. When 175 miles 
southeast of Cape Hatteras, on March 4, 
the Norwegian bark Freidig was sighted 
flying signals of distress. She was water- 
logged. On board were 6,700 barrels of 
resin shipped at Wilmington, N. C., and 
consigned to London. 

When the Edda came withing hailing dis- 
tance of the bark, the Captain of the lat- 
ter asked to be taken off, saying that his 
vessel was certain to sink.

The bark’s crew was taken to Santo 
Domingo, where the Edda obtained its 
cargo, and returned on it to this port.

ELEVATED EMPLOYES’ DEMAND. 


General Manager Skitt Told of the Re- 
jection of the Company’s New 
Wage Schedule. 


Ten elevated railroad employes, members 
of the grievance committee of the em- 
ployes’ association, called on General Man- 
ager Skitt yesterday to tell him that the 
men had voted not to agree to the new 
wage schedule offered by the management 
of the Manhattan Railway Company. 

“Of course we did not give any ultima- 
tum to Mr. Skitt,’’ they said after leav- 
ing, ‘‘and we don't expect to have a 
strike. We have said that we are not 
satisfied with the concessions made to us 
as a result of our recent demands. The com- 
pany, naturally, must have time to con- 
sider our position. When we hear from the 
officials we shall call a meeting of the 
men and submit whatever proposition is 
made.”’ 

Neither Mr. Skitt nor Assistant General 
Manager Grape would say what would be 
done about the complaints of the men. 
President Pepper of the employes’ asso- 


ciation repeated that the men would in- 
sist on a nine-hour day, instead of the 
twelve-hour day they now complain of. He 
said he did not expect arbitration to be 
necessary, as he thought the company’s. of- 
ficials and the men’s representatives could 
effect a settlement. , 

According to the employes the ultimate 
settlement of the trouble will not involve 
Mr. Skitt of the Manhattan Company as 
much as General Manager Bryan and Gen- 
eral Superintendent Hedley of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company. The In- 
terborough, having absorbed the elevated, 
will come into control on April 1, and the 
men say that their demands will be al- 
lowed to hang fire until then. They speak 
well of Mr. Bryan, in whom they express 
themselves as having great confidence. 
Mr. Hedley, they recall, is known person- 
ally to many of them and is popular. Mr. 
seer was once a Manhattan employe 
himself. He came from Chicago not long 
ago, having been Superintendent of the 
Union Loop of that city.

Questioned by A. A. U. Official. 








The New York Swimmer Is Conducting 
Aquatic Meets at Cleveland and 
Other Western Cities.

MILWAUKEE, Wis, March 24.—The 


series of charges which have been made 
against Fred Wenck, Captain of the New 
York Athletic Club’s aquatic teams, will 
result in only one Wisconsin team being 
sent to the Cleveland Sportsmen’s Show, 
where four teams were to have contested. 
The trouble began when President Liginger 
of the Amateur Athletic Union announced 
that the sanction of that organization 
would not be given to the Cleveland show 
unless Wenck paid the prizes which he 
was pledged to give to the winners of the 
events at a similar show in Philadelphia. 
The prizes had been held up on a flimsy 
pretext, and the Amateur Athletic Union 
decided that such work must stop. Then 
Wenck turned over the prizes, and now his 
amateur standing is at stake. 

The Milwaukee athletes, who take their 
ideas of amateurism from Mr. Liginger, 
believe that in promoting and taking the 
profits from such acquatic shows as those 
at Philadelphia and Cleveland, Wenck has 
forfeited his right to ranking as an ama- 
teur. That the question will come up of- 
ficially soon is not doubted. 

The Milwaukee Athletic Club had its 
water polo team in training for the Cleve- 
land show, until this question came up, and 
Was to have taken five other crack swim- 
mers to the Ohio town, but has withdrawn, 
sooner than risk the smirch of profession- 
alism. It is charged that the members of 
Wenck's team playing at various meets 
with him are also questioned. Wenck was

Aspirant for Diamond Sculls Wants 
Union B, C. Action Annulled. 





Henley Stewards May Reject Entry of 
C. S. Titus as an Expelled Member 
of a Rowing Club. 





C. 8. Titus of the Atalanta Boat Club, 
champion sculler of the United States, 
whose entry for the Diamond Sculls at the 
coming Henley regatta was indorsed by 
the National Association of Amateur Oars- 
men at their meeting in this city on last 
Saturday evening, ,will not rest content 
with the approval of that organization and 
of his club in regard to his fitness to com- 
pete for the “blue ribbon” of the rowing 
world. 


The Henley Regatta Committee has a 
world-wide reputation for maintaining a 
high standard for admission to the events 
held under its direction, and as Titus was 
expelled from the Union Boat Club of this 
city last Fall, after a short but stormy 
term of membership extending over about 
a year and a half, it has been suggested 
that the knowledge of this fact, if brought 
to the attention of the Henley committee, 
might result in the rejection of his entry. 

Titus feels quite certain that the Henley 
committee would not be allowed to rest in 
ignorance of the matter, and according- 
ly he has applied to the Supreme Court of 
this State for reinstatement in the Union 
Boat Club, alleging that his expulsion was 
not in accordance with the constitution and 
by-laws of the club, nor justified by the 
facts in the case. A writ of mandamus, 
returnable before Justice Gildersleeve on 
Tuesday, was secured from Justice Green- 
baum, and served on P. J. Sinnott, Presi- 
dent of the Union Boat Club, Monday. 

Dennis F. Hanrehan, who is attorney for 
the sculler in the matter, stated yesterday 
that he was confident that his client would 
be promptly reinstated by the court. It is 
claimed for Titus that the ten days’ notice 
of hearing of the charges was not given 
him as provided by the by-laws, that the 
charges were heard at a special meeting 
instead of a regular one, that the meeting 
was held on a Sunday instead of a week- 
day, that it was not held at the hour men- 
tioned, Titus being there with a witness at 
the hour set for the meeting, and that no 
specifications of the charges, if any, were 
furnished. It is Titus's intention, after 


securing his reinstatement, to resign from 
the club,

CHICAGO, March 24.—Ten Indiana coal 
companies and ten individual operators 
were restrained by Judge Kohlsaat in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day from 
continuing their combination for the regu- 
lation of coal prices and output. The de- 
fendants were given until April 6 to show 
cause why the order should not be made 
permanent, 

The corporations and individuals enjoined 
are the same recently tried in the State 
Court on the charge of raising the prices 
of coal and restricting the output in Ili- 
nois, thus causing the coal famine in Chi- 
cago last Winter. Judge Chetlain dismissed 
the case on the ground that the offense 
committed was against the Federal law 
and not against the statutes of Illinois, 
The defendants are: 

The Crescent Coal and Mining Company, Bruil- 
lette Creek Coal Company, Wabash Valley Coal 
Company, Oak Hill Coal and Mining Company, 
Coal Bluff Mining Company, Parke County Coal 
Company, Glen Oak Coal and Mining Company, 
Nevins Coal Company, Indiana Fuel Company, 
McClellan Sons & Co., corporations; Jane Shirkie, 
Walter S. Bogle, Hugh Shirkie, Max Ejichberg, 
J. J. Higgins, J. Smith Talley, Joseph Martin, 
Edward Shirkie, H. R. McClellan, and John 
Shirkie, operators. 

The injunction granted will stand until 
further order of court. 


STRIKE AT CARTERET SPREADS. 


Men at Delamar Copper Works Follow 
Wheeler Condenser Employes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

RAHWAY, N. J., March 24.—Six hundred 
men employed by the Wheeler Condenser 
Works, at Carteret, are on strike, and the 
trouble threatens to spread to the other 
manufacturing interests there, 

The present strike follows the one which 
was successful at the Liebig works last 
week. At first the laborers were the only 
ones who went out. They demanded that 
their pay be raised from $1.50 a day to $1.75. 
But last Saturday the molders and ma- 


chinists joined them. The company gave 
the men until to-day to return to work, 
but refused to confer with them as a body, 
although offering to do so with individuals, 
and promising to give each whatever in- 
crease he deserved. That offer was re- 
ected, 
? The men employed in the Delamar Copper 
Works struck in sympathy yesterday morn- 
ing, demanding more money. At this plant 
all approaches to the works are being 
guarded by pickets of the workmen. Sev- 
eral intimidators have been arrested, and 
Justice Slugg, who is holding special court, 
has dealt severely with them. 

Before they will yield to all the demands 
of the strikers, the Wheeler Company as- 
serts it will close the works permanently. 








WAGE SCALE FOR TRAINMEN, 


To be Submitted to New Haven and 
Hartford Road Employes To-day. 


The Directors and operating officials of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad had a meeting yesterday forenoon 
in the Board of Directors’ room adjoining 
the New York office of President J. M. 
Hall, in the Grand Central Station, to 
agree on a schedule to be submitted to 
the trainmen and conductors to-day. Pre- 
vious to this meeting a committee of the 
Directors had had several conferences with 
the trainmen, in order to facilitate mat- 
ters. 

The meeting of yesterday, it was learned, 
was mainly for the purpose of ratifying a 
wage and time schedule agreed on as the 
result of these conferences and putting it 
in shape to submit to the employes at 
New Haven to-day.

No Agreement Reached at Conference 
Over Shooter’s Island Trouble. 


The Executive Committee of the New 
York Metal Trades Association and a 
special committee of the marine trades 
Council met from 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon until late last evening, at 203 Broad- 
way, in an effort to arbitrate the strike of 
the boilermakers in the Townsend-Downey 
shipyards. The meeting was held behind 
closed doors, and ended in a dead-lock over 
the original demand for the employment of 
only union men. 

The contention of the shipowners, it was 
learned, was that they could not get enough 
union men. They had therefore to employ 
comretent non-union men at union wages, 
and sometimes paid more than union wages, 
The representatives of the Marine Trades 
Council insisted that the unions could sup- 
ply all the men needed. 

Another meeting will be held, at which 
an effort will be made to reach an agree- 
ment,

SUES FOR CASTLES IN SPAIN. 


Railroads and Mediterranean Mines Also 
Involved in $3,000,000 Litigation. 


MORRISTOWN, N. J., March 24.—Mrs. 
George F. Stone of this city has been made 
defendant for the third time in a suit for 
damages by William D. Marvel, who wants 
to recover $3,000,000 from the estate of 
George F. Stone, who died in Morristown in 
January, 1895. 

The suit involves mines near the Mediter- 
ranean, royal concessions from Spain of 
castles and railroads in that country, and 
involves the mysterious disappearance of 
valuable documents and of a safe taken 
across the Atlantic and seized under peculiar 
circumstances. Mr. Marvel was formerly a 
Director in the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, and is engoged in the 
coal business. He lives at Flushing, Queens 
Borough. 

According to the complaint Marvel went 
to Spain in 1868 and secured four iron 
mines about two miles from Almeria. He 
also secured a charter from the Spanish 
Government for the building of a narrow 
gauge railroad from the mines to the port. 
His plan was to build the railway, work 
the mines, and sell and ship the ores, from 
which he expected to produce the finest 
steel. 

On his return the Marvel Iron Company, 
Limited, was organized with a capital of 
$1,000,000. The genera! partners were Mr. 
Marvel, Robert L. 8. Hall, and Edward N. 
Hill. Mr, Stone was a special partner. With 
$150,000 Mr. Marvel went to Spain to start 
the enterprise, but unsatisfactory reports 
being received, Hall was sent to investi- 
gate. Part of the railroad, he reported, had 
been washed away. 

The whole scheme later was put in the 
hands of Mr. Stone, who unloaded bonds 
in London,

RIOTING IN TRINIDAD. |

Twelve. Persons Killed and Sixty | 


Wounded During Monday’s Dis- 
turbance in Port of Spain. 
PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, March 24.— 
Twelve natives were killed and sixty 
wounded, many of them non-combatants 


and women, during yesterday's rioting. The 
Government building was entirely destroyed 
by the rioters, and the police barracks were 
damaged by fire and water. All the Gov- 
ernment records in the Colonial Secretary's 
office, the Court House, the Crown Lands’ 
and other departments were destroyed. 

The rioting had its origin in the_opposi- 
tion to the new water ordinance, which re- 
duced the water allowance per head and 
increased the water rate. The Court House 
was surrounded while the Legislative Coun- 
cil was in session discussing the Water 
ordinance. The mob broke through the 
police lines and stoned the buyilding. The 
rioters then demolished the contents of the 
Jower floor of the Ggvernment building 
and set fire to it. 

All those attending the meeting were as- 
Sailed with missiles, many persons being 
struck by stones and bottles. The fire 
drove from the building those who had 
been attending the meeting, and these. aid- 
ed by a part of the local military force, 
defended their lives with rifles. The riot- 
ers then, evidently with a view to plunder, 
threatened to burn the business portion of 
the town. 

The commander*of the British cruiser 
Pallas, lying in the harbor. was informed 
of the serious situation and he landed de- 
tachments of blue jackets from the Pallas 
and the tornedo boat destroyer Rockct, 
with four machine guns. Two hundred citi. 
#£ens were armed and sworn as speciai con- 
Stables. The sailors and volunteers ren- 
dered invaluable service in patroling the 
streets throughout last night and guarding 
the bank, Treasury, and other public build- 
ings. Ordér was thus restored. 

More speeches are being made to-day 
against the water ordinance, and there is a 
probability of further serious trouble to- 
night. The Court House, which cost $350,- 
000, is completely gutted, and the contents 
of the vault are totally destroyed. The 
Chamber of Commerce is holding a meet- 
ing with a view to cabling the home Gov- 
ernment requesting the recall of the high 
officials here.

SOUTH "AFRICAN RECIPROCITY. 


Colonies Sign Customs Convention Fa- 
voring Great Britain. 


BLOEMFONTEIN, March 24.—The repre- 
sentatives of the Transvaal, the Orange 
River Colony, Cape Colony, Natal, and Rho- 
desia have signed a customs cofwention 
providing for a 10 per cent. preference in 


favor of Great Britain and reciprocating 
coionies. The details of the convention will 
be published in June when the new tariff 
will come into operation. 

The new arrangement, together with the 
reductions in the railway freight rates, will 
largely reduce the cost of living in the new 
colonies. 


RIVAL TROLLEY LINES FIGHT. 


Trenton Police Reserves and a Large 
Crowd Watch Attack on John- 
son Forces.

TRENTON, N. J.; March 24.—The attempt 
of the Trenton, Lawrenceville and Prince- 
ton Railway Company, a Johnson line, to 
lay a crossing over the track of the Tren- 
ton Passenger Railway Company at Pén- 
nington Avenue and Willow Street to-night 
resulted in calling out all the police re- 
serves and a crowd of 2,000 persons to see 
the fight. 

The local company at 7 o'clock ran three 
ears on their track to prevent progress of 
the workmen of the Johnson Company. 
The Johnson forces then began to tunnel 
under the tracks, snapping off bolts and 
withdrawing ties of the local company with 
greatesc dispatem, Jacks were then brought 
to raise the trolley cars over the work. . 

The officers of both companies at 11 
o’cicck then got together, and an amicable 
agreement as to the laying of the crossing 
was decided on, by which the cars were re- 
meved, The police made no attempt to stop 
the Johnson workmen and there were no 
arrests. The trouble resulted as to a mis- 
understanding of the contract regarding 
the crossing.

The conapany was 
capitalized at $10,000,000,

Barnard for Information. 





Liquor Men Say If the High License 
Bill Is Passed They Will Boycott 
Cheese to Get Revenge on 
Farmers. 





Interesting developments cropped out yes- 
terday in the fight which the Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association 1s waging against Mayor 
Low because of his refusal to méet their 
representatives in view of reports that the 
dealers pay blackn.ail to the police. 

District Attorney Jerome declared that 
he would subpoena Gates H. Barnard, the 
Saloonkeeper at 55 Whitehall Street, and 
request him to tell more in detail than ‘he 
did in court over a year ago under what 
circumstances he was asked to give up $25 
to 2 wardman, and also to tell the circum- 
stances of the two recent arrests of his 
bartender, one for a viola‘’sn of the excise 
law, and the other on the charge of con- 
ducting a @isorderly house. 

Morris Tekulsky, ex-President, of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, who in an in- 
terview on Monday referred to the case of 
Barnard in the endeavor to show that the 
police had-a way of driving men out of 
business if they did not pay blackmajl, 
would not say who the wardman was who 
had approached Mr. Barnard, nor the Cap- 
tain who wag over him at the time. Nor 
would Mr. Barnard Itell 

The court records show. that when Mr. 
Barnard had his troubie with the police 
over a year age Capt. Thomas J. Creamer 
was in charge over the precinct in which 


his place of business is located, and during 
his recent trouble Capt. John J. Farrell was 
in charge. 

Aside from this proposed move on the 
part of the District Attorney, a_ unique 
scheme which the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion has conceived to “get even” with 
Mayor Low is one that is intended to* af- 
fect the farmers. They are going to Gov. 
Odell with this proposition: 

“If you insist on passing the high license 
bill we will cut off the cheese on our 
bars." j 

The liquor dealers say this ig no small 
item—thaj for the City of New York alone 
the purchase of cream cheese from the up- 
State farmers yearly amounts to over 
$1,500,000, Henry Knabe, a saloon keeper 
at White and Centre Streets, was referred 
to for corroboration, and he showed by his 
accounts that he alone had purchased dur- 
ing the year 1902 $282.58 worth of cheese 
from farmers, and about the same amounts 


during the two years preceding. 
“If this high license becomes a. iaw, 
that is one of the first things we will 


do,’ was one of the liquor dealers’ threats. 

George IF. Gminder, Chairman of the 
committee of the Wine, Liquor, and Beer 

ealers’ Central Association, who endeav- 
ored to wait on Mayor Low on Thursday 
last, will send another letter to the Mayor 
to-day, but it will be short—very short. It 
will be, as he explained yesterday, merely 
to tell the Mayor that in the opinion of 
the committee. of which he is the Chair- 
man, the Mayor had evaded the issue con- 
cerning which they desired to speak to 
him, that they had not made up their 
minds to discuss police blackmail with him, 
and that if he wished to discuss that prop- 
osition with them he knew who they were 
and where they could be found. 


“The letter will be very brief, indeed,”’ 
Mr. Gminder went on to say. ‘* We consid- 
er the incident closed. The statements 


contained in the letter to Henry Fuehrecr, 
President of theGerman-American Citizens 
League, we do not consider a reply to our 
committee. We merely wished to speak 
oe, tee Mayor concerning the high license 
pill. 

* Principally, our grievance is that Mayor 
Low dic not deign to confer with us. 
There was nothing in the way of looking 
us in the face and telling us that he was 
in favor of the high-license bill. That we 
consider would have been the manly way 
to treat us. 

“JY confess that we cannot fully under- 
stand the Mayor's attitude. We have been 
searching for a possible explanation other 
than the one he has given. Some of us 
have attached significance to the fact that 
a day or two recently, before the attitude 
of the Mayor toward us became known, we 
poe, ne neither Gov. Odell nor Mayor 
sow. 

3eginning during the early hours of the 
afternoon yesterdiy, Terrace Garden, the 
headquarters of the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
siation, was filled with men prominent in 


the organization. They kept coming in 
and going out in swarms, and clustered 
about the building on the sidewalk. At 
4 o'clock the Executive Committee of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, to which on 
Monday last the duty was intrusted of 
opening a campaign against the high li- 


cense bill, was to report. It was expected 
that this sub-committee would be ready to 
report to the main committee by 4 o'clock, 
but it was 6 o'clock before it showed up at 
Terrace Garden. The sub-committee then 
reported in the words of Fritz Lindinger 
*success.”"’ That Mayor Low was discussed 
Was admitted, but little else. 

it is known, however, that on Thursday 
next, when, as is believed by the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, the high-license bill 
will come up in the Assembly, a committee 
from the organization will go to Albany. 

On Thursday, too, a committee composed 
cut of the ranks of the Republican County 
Committee, headed by Robert C. Morris 
and William H. Ten Eyck of the Executive 
Committee of that body, will go to Albany 
also to oppose both the high-license bill 
and also the mortgage tax bill. 


HIGH LICENSE CONDEMNED. 





Board of Aldermen Hold an Excited 
Session — Sullivan Accuses Mayor 
of Turning a Somersauit. 


There was an exciting of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. Some mem- 
bers rushed out of the Aldermanie Cham- 
ber, others hid in wash rooms and commit- 
tee rooms, end refused to come out and be 
counted even when asked to do so by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The liquor tax question was the subject in 
dispute. Tammany members under the 
leadership of Aldermen Culkirm and Sulll- 
van had prepared resolutions for the pur- 
pose of ‘‘ smoking out "’ the Republicans of 
the board and putting them on record 
either for or against the high-license law 
which it is proposed to put through the 
Legislature. 

The resolutions @ndemned the excise 
measure as not due to local demand, as 
class legisiation, as it would tend to deprive 
smati reputable dealers of means of live- 
lihood, as the city would bear most of the 
increased tax, and because the proportion 


of such taxes turned over to the. State 
would be increased, 

The Aldermanic Chamber Was crowded 
with liquor dealers headed by Fritz Lind- 
Inger, President of the National Liquo 
Dealers’ Association. When the liquo 
license resolution was reached a large gal- 
vanized iron pail filled with water was 
placed on Alderman Dowling’s desk, 

President Fornes said: 

[ am determined to have order.’ There 
was a laugh, and all the members were in 
a jolly mood. 

“Will the Alderman who put that pail 
on the desk remove it?" said President 
Fornes. N83 member moved. Then President 
Fornes. demanded to know the name of the 
Alderman. ‘A shout that resounded through 
the room like a college yell said ** James.” 

“Why, that growler has been in this 
room for months,” said Alderman James. 

“The Chair has not seen it, and demands 
that it be removed,"’ said President Fornes. 

“It is here in case of firé,"’ said Alder- 
man Dowling. Then the pail disappeared. 

Alderman McCall, the Tammany leader, 
declared. that. the saloonkeepers were al- 
ready overburdened, and that it was un- 
farr to make the city pay the taxes of the 
farmers up-State. 

Alderman Bill of Brooklyn, who igs in- 
terested in breweries, Said it was unfair to 
pass a higher iicense bill, and pointed out 
the injustice of the penalties and the pos- 
sible five years’: imprisonment for viola- 
tion of the new law. 

Alderman Meyers said~ that the board 
was at its usual amusement of passing 
resolutions about legislative matters which 
did not concern the Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman Diemer, a_ Republican of 
Brooklyn, declared that if Mayor Low had 
come out in favor of high license he never 
would have been elected Mayor. 

“We are told that fifty suicides followed 
the introduction of the Raines law. I 
know that 100 suicides will be the result of 
this high-license law. I am a Republican, 
and I deny the statement that the Repub- 
lican organization stands for e license.” 

Alderman MJullivan said that yor Low 
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had declared in favor of the “ liberal en- 
forcement "’ of the excise law. 

“Since then the Mayor has achieved a 
somersault which would do credit to any 
acrobat performing at the circus."’ 

“Mr. Sullivan is a very slick article,” 
said Alderman Stewart of Brooklyn, who 
shook his fingers and his long white beard 
at the Tammany members. Then Alderman 
Stewart told of the Tammany effort to 
get the Republicans on record. President 
Cromwell suggested a substitute that, if 
the Hquor license tax was increased the 
city should benefit, and caused a long dis- 
cussion. 

President Cantor made a long speech, in 
which he declared against high license, told 
how he had opposed the Raines law, and 
how high license was responsible for the 
conditions which prevail throughout the 
city, 

“I'm against the high license, and I hope 
the bill at Albany won't go through, but if 
it does I hope the 100 German saloon keep- 


ers Alderman Diemer spoke of will not 
blow themselves. I don’t believe in sui- 
cide.”’ 


.There were roars of laughter throughout 
the debate. On the roll call Alderman Cul- 
kin asked that the Sergeant at Arms be 
directed to bring the Repyblicans secreted 
in the ante-room into the Chamber. Vice 
Chairman Innes was nettled: 

“That shows the partisan character of 
this resolution,” he shouted. President 
Fornes on the roll call declined to vote, be- 
cause, he said, he was a general officer of 
the city, and the mattér might come before 
him at some time as Acting Mayor. Alder- 
man Longfellow would not vote because, he 
said, the resolution was no part of the 
business of the board. He was excused 
by President Fornes. 

“Then why did you entertain the resolu- 
tion?’ said Alderman Sullivan. 

On the final roll call forty-seven mem- 
bers of the board voted to adept the resvu- 
lutions condemning the High License bill 
and nine members voted in the negative. 
They were Aldermen Goodman, James, Par- 
sons, Mevers, Stewart, Tebbetts, Ware, 
Wirth, and MeInnes. 


BROOKLYN SALOON MEN ACT. 


Livelihood of One-third of the Dealers 
in That Borough Said to be 
Threatened. 


Delegates representing the saloon keepers 
in each of the police precincts in Brooklyn 
met yesterday afternoon at 407 Bridge 
Street and discussed the excise legislation 
at Albany. The meeting was held behind 
cicsed doors, but it was announced at its 
close that a committee of three had been 
appeinted to go to Albany to oppose the 
bill providing for higher license, If the 
amendments to the present law are passed, 
it will cost each saloon keeper in Brooklyn 
$e75 for a license, whereas they are now 
taxed but $650 a year each. 

A report was made at the meeting yes- 
terday to the effect that if the license fee 
was thus increased one-third of the saloon 
keepers in Brooklyn would be forced out 
of business. This report was said to be 
based on the result of a careful canvass of 
the liquor sellers in the various precincts 
of the borough. 


NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 





Measure Dealing with the Lloyds Is Re- 
vived—Mayor Low Asks for a Hear- 
ing—Mr. Ulrich Commended. 


ALBANY, March 24.—In the Senate to- 
day the Marshall bill, bringing insurance 
companies or partnerships known as the 
Lloyds, under the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, which was defeated a week ago, 
was revived. An amendment was offered 
that the annual reports shall not require 
verification by an officér within the State, 
and the bill was recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on Insurance. 

Senator Elsberg endeavored to have the 
Rtamsperger bill, favored by Gov. Odell, 


which compietes the centralization. of the 
control of State hospitals in the State 
Lunacy Commission, recalled from the As- 
sembly, because of a protest from the State 
Charities Aid Association. Senator Malby 
said that the association was meddling 
with affairs of State in which it had no 
right. Tine motion to recall was lost. 

Application for a hearing on the Me- 
Carren bill for a commission to_ procure 
pure water Sup yy for New York City hav- 
ing been madéOn behalf of Mayor Low, the 
measure was recommitted. 

In the Assembly Senator Townsend's bill, 
regulating the close season for black bear, 
brought out protests from all sides. One 
amendment by Assemblyman Ullmann ex- 
cluded the bulls and bears of Wall Street, 
New York. So much ridicule was thrown 
at the bill that it was finally recommitted, 

Just before adjournment the Assembly 
unanimously adopted a resolution offered 
by Assemblyman Palmer commending As- 
semblyman Ulrich for his defense of a 
young woman in New York, which resulted 
in serious injury.

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GEN. GREENE AT ALBANY 


He Discusses the Police Situation 
with the Governor. 








Will State His Objections to the Three- 
Platoon System To-day—Determined 
to Prevent Its Adoption. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 24.—Police Commis- 
sioner Greene of New York City came to 
Albany to-day to appear before the Senate 
Committee on Cities and answer any ques- 
tions which members of the committee 
might Jesire to ask him With regard to 
the proposed three-platoon system for the 
police force. 


Owing to the protracted debate in the 
Senate on the Canal bill, there was no 
meeting of the Cities Committee. There 


will be one in the morning, and Gen. Greene 
will then be heard. He is the guest of 
Gov, Odell to-night. He sat in the Senate 
to-day with Lieut. Gov. Higgins during part 
of the debate on the Canal bill. 

Before going to the Senate Chamber Gen. 
Greene had a conference with Gov. Odell. 
They talked over the situation with regari 
to the Police bill which Gen. Greene sent 
to Albany several weeks ago. It pro- 
vides for increases both of officers and 
men, the number of additional patrolmen 
asked for being 500 annually for two years 
and 20) annually thereafter. 

On his visit to Albany two weeks ago 
Gen. Greene had the bil] called up in the 
Senate and witnessed its recommittal to 
the Cities Committee. It was currently re- 
ported at the time that the reason for re- 
committal was the desire of some of the 
Senators to have the three-platoon amend- 
ment attached. The argument made was 
that if the force was to be so largely in- 
creased there was no good reason why the 
men should not be given shorter hours. It 
has remained in the Cities Committee ever 
since. 

At a meeting last week it was deci@ed to 
call upon Gen. Greene to explain the 
grounds of his opposition to the inaugura- 
tion of the three-platoon system. ‘There 
has been an active lobby at work here in 
behalf of the bill, and rumors are in cir- 
culation that a large fund has been raised 
by the police for the purpose of having the 
three-plgtoon amendment go through. 

Gen. Greene to-day informed the Gov- 
ernor why he thought the adoption of the 
three platoon system was uncalled for, and 
said that so decided was his opinion on 
the subject thit if the bill was passed with 
the three platoon amendment attached he 
would ask the Mayor to veto it. 

His attention was called this evening to 
the statements of liquor dealers that black- 
mail was still being collected by certain 
police Captains. 

“There ts no reason on earth why black- 
mail should be paid,’ said the Commis- 
sioner. ‘‘If the liquor dealers will furnish 
me with the name of the Captain or Cap- 
tains who are collecting blackmail I will

WHEN ROGUES FALL OUT. 

The circumstances in which honest men 
come by their dues, according to the old 
saw, seem to have arisen in St. Louis, 
where a former Collector of Internal 
Revenue, his Deputy, and another per- 
son have pleaded guilty to collecting 
political assessments from Federal em- 
ployés and been fined from $250 to $500 
each. 

The name of the ex-Collector 
CHARLES E. Sapp, and he had the repu- 
tation of being the particular friend, 
and adviser of the redoubtable 
Senator Hanna in his political enter- 
prises in Kentucky. In the discharge of 
his delicate functions he incurred the in- 
tense animosity of the faction opposed 
to the views and ambitions of Mr. 
Hanwna, and it is reported that it was 
largely through the aid of members of 
this faction that the evidence of his guilt 
Was secured. The evidence so 
strong that Mr. Sapp and his co-conspir- 
ators concinded to plead guilty, and on 
that account probably were let off with 
fines of a relatively moderate amount. 

Whatever were the motives that con- 
tributed to the result, we are entitled to 
be gratified by the fact that this too 
so conspicuously 
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common offense is 
treated as a crime and the offenders 
subjected to @ substantial punishment. 
The so-called “ voluntary assessments” 
which subordinates in office pay to or 
for their superiors are in reality nothing 
Tess than a peculiarly cruel and mean 
form of blackmail. They should be en- 
tirely stopped, and a‘lesson in the case 
of a man with a powerful patron will go 
far toward accomplishing that. 





HIGHER LICENSE? 

The Mayor, we think, has only himself 
to blame if his omission to tell the rep- 
resentatives of the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation what he thought of the measure 
pending at Albany for higher license 
was imputed to a hesitation to commit- 
ting himself on that subject. However 
that may be, his letter to Mr. FUEHRER 
supplies the omission and gives reasons 
for the Mayor's position in a manner as 
frank as it is interesting. 

It is only technically, as it appears to 
us, that the measure can be said to be 
one in which the Mayor of New York is 
interested only as a citizen and not as an 
It is quite true that the amend- 


official. 
ment to the Raines law, like the law it- 
self, applies equally to all parts of the 
State, and that it is not a measure that 
would be required to be submitted to the 
Mayor officially. But, like the original 
measure, its principal, and we may al- 
most say its avowed, object is to relieve 
the rural communities of the State of 
taxation at the expense of the urban. 
In the mind of its framers and advo- 
cates the Raines law was a measure of 
revenue, not an instrument of temper- 
ance or morality, and only incidentally a 
police measure. We entirely acquit those 
framers and advocates of intending or 
foreseeing the mischievous and immoral 
effects which have resulted a 
measure which to them was mainly val- 
uable as a means of taxing the cities. 
But it true that the measure 
really affects the cities as such, and 
most of all New York, as the chief* of 
them.

It is as a revenue measure that the 
Mayor mainly deals with it, and as a 
measure affecting the city. And he 


shows that the burdens of taxation upon 
the city will not be increased by the ad- 
ditional excise tax, assuming the need of 
the additional revenue proposed to be 
raised. As a revenue measure he finds 
no fault with the amendment, while as a 
means of regulating the liquor traffic he 
is inclined positively tO approve it, inas- 
much as it is a measure of high licenge, 
and high license tends to regulate the 
traffic automatically by diminishing the 
number.of drinking places. The obvious 
objection that too high a license defeats 
itself, both from the point of view of 
revenue and from the point of view of 
temperance, by stimulating the increase 
of unlicensed places, the Mayor notices 
only to say: “I do not feel sure, in view 
of the sums paid in other States, that 
the pending bill transgresses this limit.” 

It is to be borne in mind, however, 
that in any yiew of the case, and taking 
into consideration the “other States,’ 
the license in New York is ‘already 
“ high.” There are nine States in which 
the highest license fee exceeds the $800 
which is exacted of every keeper of a 
“hotel,” -whether genuine or only 
“ Raines law,” in New York. But there 
are only three in which the maximum 
license fee is as high as that proposed by 
the amendment. ‘hese are Mississippi, 
Virginia, in which a tax of 8 per cent. 
on the rental value of the premises is 
added to the regular fee of $200, and 
Louisiana, in- which drinking places are 
taxed according to the amount of their 
peop: a sath dager.

CONNECTICUT AND THE RAILROADS. 

It is difficult to understand why the 
representatives of the people of Con- 
necticut should be prepared to consider 
for a moment the repeal of the existing 
general railroad law of that State—un- 
less, indeed, they are willing to have it 
understood that they are actuated by 
corrupt motives supplied from the treas- 


uries of the railroads now owning and 


; operating lines in that State. 


With the repeal of the present law it 
will be impossible for outside capital to 
erter Connecticut and build railroads for 
the further development of the State and 
the accommodation of its people without 
going to the General Assembly for a spe- 
the application for which 
will be a signal to the railroads already 
existing to marshal their forces for the 
defense of their monopoly. The object 
immediately in view is to render impos- 
sible the construction of a link in an 
electric railroad between New York and 
Boston across Connecticut.

State. They are assisted by every im- 
portant electrical interest now operating 
these under franchises, 

Sueh a combination should show the 
people of Connecticut that their inter- 
ests will best be protected by leaving the 
present law operative. There is a check 
upon illegitimate competition in railroad 
building which is vastly more effective 
and vigilant than even the General As- 
sembly of Connecticut can hope to be 
for the protection of the public interest. 
It.is found in the difficulty of financing 
an enterprise which cannot show a le- 
gitimate reason for being. The lesson of 
the West Shore Road has not been for- 
gotten by bankers or capitalists, and it 
does not need to be learned again. The 
era of “strike”? and purely speculative 
railroad building is over. The ambition 
of bankers for identification with “two 
streaks of rust and a mortgage” is so 
far from keen that enterprises which 
cannot show a clear title to permanent 
usefulness and profit are hawked until 
their prospectuses are worn out without 
attracting a dollar of capital. If a rail-

THE PENNSYLVANIA PASSENGERS 
AND FREIGHT. 

Mr. Cassatt, in his examination before 
the commission inquiring into the Penn- 
sylvania tunnels yesterday set at rest 
the notion that the tunnels were to be 
used for freight, which has seemed some- 
thing of a bugbear to the opponents of 
the project. 

He stated that no freight would be 
taken through the tunnel system for the 
very simple reason that it could be car- 
ried more quickly and at less cost on 
floats by water. Ultimately freight for 
the East and for Long Island would be 
earried by ferry from Greenville to Bay 
Ridge and then on the Long Island Rail- 
road over the island or to the proposed 
connection with the New Haven system. 
The freight for the various parts of the 
city or the shores of the harbor would 
be delivered by floats. This method, 
with its advantages, ought to be known 
to all students of the transportation 

| problems of New York, but it is appar- 
ently unfamiliar to many. It long since 
attracted the attention of foreign inves- 
tigators, some of whom regard it as the 
greatest aid to this city tn maintaining 
its position in foreign as well as in do- 
mestic commerce. The superiority of the 
method lies in the fact that floats can 
be carried wherever there is a dock, with 
rails, to receive their cargo. Carloads of 
freight can thus be delivered without 
breaking bulk at the very door of the 
manufacturer or other purchaser intend- 
ing to use it.

MRS. MAYBRICK. 

For some thirteen years the case of 

Mrs. FLORENCE MAYBRICK, imprisoned 
for life under commutation of a death 
sentence, has been a subject of intermit- 
tent interest on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic. The efforts made for her release by 
those who believed her the victim of a 
miscarriage of justice have been strenu- 
ous. Sometimes they have promised re- 
sults; at other times they have met with 
discouragement. To recount all 
this would now be unprofitable. The 
announcement is made by the British 
Home Secretary that Mrs. MAYBRICK 
will be liberated in 1904. A prisoner 
under life sentence is not entitled to any 
commutation on account of good behav- 
ior. It may be assumed, therefore, that 
her release will be effected by royal par- 
don. This announcement will be grati- 
fying to a great many people who believe 
that Mrs. MayYBRICK was wrongfully 
convicted under the direction of a Judge 
who not long after died in an insane 
asylum. 

Those for whom the subject has only 
the general news interest which attaches 
to th® closing of an incident which they 
have heard more or less about for a long 
time will be apt to reason in this wise: 
If Mrs. MAYBRICK was properly convict- 
ed on sufficient evidence after a fair and 
impartial trial, and no new evidence has 
been brought forward entitling her to a 
new trial, should she be pardoned? If 
a doubt exists which is not sufficiently 
clear to establish the right of the prison- 
er to demand unconditional release as an 
act of tardy justice after years of wrong, 
but which still warrants the belief that 
she was improperly convicted, would not 
a new trial be the proper mode of pro- 
cedure? If Lord Russeuu, Chief Justice 
of England, was right in 1895 when he 
wrote to the prisoner that she sh@uld 
not have been found guilty, why should 
her imprisonment be continued until 
1904, and the pardon to which she is en- 
titled not be given to her at once? If 
she is being punished for a crime she 
committed, there is no good reason why 
that punishment should end next year. 
If she is suffering for a crime she did 
not commit, or if her conviction was an 
abuse of the judicial power and lacking 
warrant in the evidence, and she was de- 

| Sreres of the benefit of a reasonable 
doubt to which she was entitled, every 
| day of her continued detention after the 

Home Office has become convinced of 
the propriety of her liberation brings the 
law into contempt. This reflects the 
thought of the average citizen who does 
not pretend to understand the case from 
the point of view of the lawyer, but 
whose judgment in matters of equity is 
probably as good as our moral stand- 
ards permit. 





SHIP CONVERSATIONS. 

An interesting illustration of the high 
development of wireless telegraphy in 
ship equipment and its practicability in 
sea searching reaches this office in a 
private letter from a passenger on the 
Atlantic Transport liner Minnetonka, 
which sailed from New York Feb. 28. 
That vessel and the Cunarder Etruria 
were scheduled to sail with the same 
tide, but the morning was foggy and 
neither got off on time. When the Min- 
netonka crossed the bar she left the 
Etruria hard and fast a und. It was 
assumed, -however,; that that steamer 
would float with the next tide, as she 
did. On.the Ist of March the weather 





was clear and not a sail was in sight 
from the Minnetonka’s lookout; but as a 
little excitement was desired to vary 
the monotony of the voyage it was pro- 
posed that an aerial seareh warrant be 
sent out for the Etruria, and, if found, 
that her officers be challenged to a game 
of chess. The call was sounded and re- 
sponded to; the game began, was con- 
tested with vigor, and ended with the 
call of checkmate from the Minnetonka. 
The next morning’ the Etruria was 
sighted about ten miles distant on the 
port side. Being much the faster vessel 
she had overtaken the slower one dur- 
ing the night. 

The Marconi instrument on the Min- 
netonka is a relatively small affair, ca- 
pable of communicating only a couple 
of hundred miles or so. It is worked like 
the ordinary telegraph instrument, and 
the only noise connected with it is the 
snapping of the electric spark between 
two balls set about half an inch apart. 
The incident described, while in itself 
unimportant, shows how practical wire- 
less telegraphy has become by steps 
which have attracted comparatively lit- 
tle popular attention. It has evidently 
“come to stay,” and that it will be util- 
ized through a constantly widening 
sphere of practical applications is a safe 
prediction. 
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A good deal of decidedly tiresome non- 
sense has been printed of late in regard to 
the acquisition in California by a lumber 
company of a tract of land containing sev- 
eral thousand of the trees popularly known 
“‘big,’’ the intention of the corhpany, 
of course, being to transform the trees into 
lumber with all convenient speed. This 
very ordinary and innocent transaction is 
viewed with a fine affectation of horror 
by many people who, so far as known, 
have the usual appreciation for business 
and the dollars and cents that result there- 
from when things go well, and “ outrage "’ 
is the mildest of the epithets they apply to 
the act of felling these forest giants. Now, 
we are more than a little troubled our- 
selves by the imminent destruction of these 
particularly interesting and impressive 
trees, to provide successors for which no- 
body seems to be taking any effective 
pains, but our grief does not transmute 
itself into rage against the lumber com- 
pany, nor do we consider its plan outrage- 
ous. Tree lovers, real and pretended, have 
only to be as generous with their money 
as with their emotions, and the future of 
the big trees will be quite safe. They have 
long been for sale, and whoever would 
could have bought them for preservation 
instead of destruction; indeed, whoever 
will can do so now, for the lumbermen are 
not going to cut down the trees because 
the trees are big and beautiful, but because 
profit is expected from turning them into 
shingles and planks, and probably an offer 
of equal, and certainly an offer of greater, 
profit from others than seekers after shin- 
gles and planks can give would meet all 
their expectations and render easy the 
preservation of the trees. Are the angry 
and vociferous sentimentalists going to 
make such an offer? If not, why do they 
condemn the former owners of the forest 
for selling it and the lumbermen for cut- 
ting it down? For the State of California 
to bu# the tract and turn it into a perma- 
nent park would no doubt be a good in- 
vestment on practical as well as aesthetic 
lines, and exhortation addressed to her 
would not be misdirected, but it is simply 
absurd to scold private individuals and 
corporations for not sacrificing their in- 
terests for the sake of astonishing many 
tourists and edifying a few. 
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——It is highly reassuring to learn that 
the Treasury Department has decided to 
acquiesce in the recent decision of the 
United States Circuit Court for the South- 
ern District of New York that horsehair is 
not wool and must not be classified as such 
by the Customs Inspectors. We had not 
before heard that the Inspectors had car- 
ried their well-known idiosyncrasies so far 
as to assert and maintain that, so far as 
they could see, horsehair was wool, but we 
are quite prepared, after reading Mr. Van- 
DERLIP’S magazine article on the superhu- 
man, if not inhuman, virtue of everybody 
connected with the Treasury Department 
in any capacity, to believe that they would 
do that or anything else they thought was 
right, and our only, and entirely unimpor- 
tant, wonder is as to why they thought so 
in this case. Think so they did, however, 
and now they meekly give up to the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York and meekly say that 
they ‘‘acquiesce'’! It’s really very touch- 
ing, not to say pathetic, for, after all, 
there are many things more unlike wool 
than horsehair is, and the convenience of 
classifying the two together is obvious, If 
the Treasury Department had not acqui- 
esced in the decision of the court a most 
terrifying situation would have been creat- 
ed—a situation of which, fortunately, we 
are not now obliged to imagine the ghastly 
details. 








Another grievance against the new 
research institutions with enormous en- 
dowments has been discovered—or imagined 
—by The Philadelphia Medical Journal. It 
had already complained that these products 
of the millionaire’s conscience are injur- 
ing the long-established seats of learning 
by tempting away their best men by offers 
of big salaries, and now it frets because 
it fears that they will also take its best 
men from the medical profession by offer- 
ing them an opportunity te devote them- 
selves to ‘“‘ pure science,’ with little or no 
direct regard for results. “ Researca 
work,”’ says The Journal, ‘in the past has 
largely been stimulated by the practical 
demands of practical men, Its object has 
been utilitarian, frankly and exclusively. 
The love of pure science for itself has never 
been a marked characteristic, of the medi- 
cal profession. All that medical scientists 
have done has been largely for a practical 
purpose, Behind the scientists have been 
the serried ranks of the profession, de- 
manding results. In close touch with the 
investigators have been the practitioners, 
asking for help. Binding all together in a 
mutual fraternity have been the medical 
schools and the medical societies. The 
successful laboratory workmen (with a 
few exceptions) have never got far away 
from the body of the profession.” Now 
the tendency has changed, and, as a peril, 
it is foreseen that the scientist will retire 
to a cell and cogitute and experiment un- 
disturbed by the clamor of students or the 
importunity of practitioners. And yet The 
Journal denies that it is pessimistic. ‘‘ The 
air,”’ it says, ‘is full of hope, of ambition, 
and of promise.’ It is impossible not to 
fee! it and to share in it. But at the same 
time we may be staking our all upon big 
endowments, forgetful of the fact that 
mere money has never yet bought knowl- 
edge, and that some of the best achieve- 
ments of scientific medicine have been in 


the field, not in the camp.”

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TRIBUTE TO C. E. WHITEHEAD. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The death of Mr. Charles E. Whitehead at 
this time, when so much is being done in 
New York and elsewhere to limit child 
labor, recalls his early efforts in that direc- 
tion. Mr, Whitehead had been a Trustee of 
the Children's Aid Society since 1866, and 
took a very active interest in definite plans 
looking toward a law to prevent children 
of tender years from being employed in fac- 
tories, mills, and at occupations of like 
character. As early as 1871 he drafted a 
comprehensive law on that subject which 
was introduced in the session of 1871 and 
earnestly commended to the attention of the 
Legislature. The efforts of Mr. Whitehead 
and the Children’s Aid Society were un- 


availing at the moment, but resulted finally 
in the passage of a similar bill in 1874, 


erfect in form than 
the one first prepared by Mr. Whitehead, 
received his sanction, 

The investigations which led to such ear- 
nest advocacy for the passage of the law 
revealed a condition of cruelty and misery 
among little children which is unbelievable 
at this date, 

This subject, in connection with the prep- 
aration of a compulsory education law, re- 
ceived Mr. Whitehead’s earnest attention 
until the present school law was adopted in 


which, although less 


1885. 

Mr. Whitehead then brought his power of 
clear reasoning and his winning manners 
to bear upon the city administration, and 
a way was found to prohibit newsboys or 
homeless boys under sixteen years of age 
from admission to low dives, or to men’s 
lodging houses. This ruling induced the 
boys to apply at the Newsboys’ Lodging 
House, or one of the boys’ homes of the 
Children's Aid Society, where proper influ- 
ences were brought to bear upon them, As 
is stated in the recent pamphlet of the 
Child Labor Committee, ‘“‘ Those who have 
done most for the newsboys have done so 
by lifting them from the influence of the 
street, by sending them out of the city, 
or by getting them steady employment. 
The Children’s Aid Society has done a 
splendid work of this nature. It is by such 
societies that the effects of child street 
labor have been checked.” 

Mr. Whitehead, the late Charles L. Brace, 
and those associated with him on the Board 
of the Children’s Aid Society were the 
pioneers in the endeavor to save the little 
ones from the cruelty of overwork. It is 
strange that his death should be nearly 
coincident with the passage at Albany of 
the bills of the Child Labor Committee, 
which perfect this important object.

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NAVAL STATION IN CUBA 


Secretary Moody Selects Guan- 
tanamo as the Principal Base. 








Congressional Delegation Concurs in 
Selection of Point for United States 
Fortifications, Dry Dock, and 


Permanent Barracks. 





GUANTANAMO, Cuba, March 24.—After 
a& personal inspection of the proposed site, 
Secretary Moody has selected Guantanamo 
as the principal United States naval sta- 
tion in the West Indies. Secretary Moody, 
Senator Proctor, and Congressmen Cannon, 
Foss, and Gillett arrived here yesterday on 
board the United States dispatch boat Dol- 
phin, which anchored in the lower bay. 

Secretary Moody and his associates have 
werked incessantly during the past two 
days under a hot sun, examining the strat- 
egic pdints, the transportation facilities, the 
water supply, and the surrounding country. 
They visited the locations for the proposed 
fortifications, surveyed the coast line, and 
conferred with the owners of the land it is 
proposed to acquire. 

Senator Proctor and the Congressmen will] 
recommend the purchase of twenty square 
miles of land on both sides of the lower bay 
and several small islands. As soon as the 
necessary legislation has been secured, they 
favor the construction of a permanent bar- 
racks, a dry dock, and strong fortifications, 
designed against a sea attack only, fortifi- 
cations on the land side not being regarded 
as necessary. 

No difficulty is anticipated in acquiring 
the necessary lands, as the Spanish and 
English owners are enthusiastic for the 


station. It is thought that both the army 
and navy will maintain forces at Guan- 
tanamo. The Dolphin will proceed to Ja- 
maica to-morrow. Senator Proctor an 
Postmaster General Payne have enjoye 
some tarpon fishing here. 


MR. COLLIER TO FIGHT TRUSTS. 


Head of the State Civil Service Board 
Is Made an Assistant Attor- 
ney General. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—William M. 
Collier of New York has been appointed by 
the President special assistant to the At- 
torney General and assigned to duty as so- 
licitor of the Departenent of Commerce and 
Labor in connection with the enforcement 
of the anti-trust laws. He will enter on 
his duties in a few days. 

He was born in Lodi, Seneca County, 
N. Y., in 1867, and was graduated from 
Hamilton College in 1889, afterward attend- 
ing Columbia College Law School. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1892, and has since 
practiced in Auburn, N. Y. He became 
referee in bankruptcy for the Northern 
District of New York in 1898. He was ap- 
poms by Gov. Roosevelt in January, 1899, 
a member of the State Civil Service Com- 
mission, which position he still holds, be- 
coming President of the commission in 
1901. 

He declined the position of Solicitor of 
Internal Revenue in March of this year.

He is the editor of ‘‘ American Bankruptcy 
Reports.”’ 


NEGRO POSTMASTER OUSTED. 








President Roosevelt Formally Gives 
Recognition to the “ Lily Whites” 
in North Carolina. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—President 
Roosevelt has displaced Samuel H. Vick, 
the negro Postmaster at Wilson, N. C., as 
it was annoupiced he would in the New 
York Times of Feb. 17, and has given the 
office to B. T. Person, who was formerly 
a Populist member of the Legislature and 
is now a “ Lily White’’ Republican. Per- 
son was the candidate supported by ex- 
Senator Pritchard. 

The action taken was announced to-day 
after a conference between the President 
and Acting Postmaster General Wynne. 
The following statement was given out at 
the Post office Department: 

“ After a careful investigation the De- 
partment came to the conclusion that Sena- 
tor Pritchard was right in the statement 


that Mr. Vick had not supported the Re- 
publican ticket, and consequently had for- 


feited his claim to party recognition. 
Therefore Mr. Person, who was recom- 
mended by Senator Pritchard, has been ap- 
pointed.” 

This is Mr. Pritchard’s second victory in 
his attempt to secure Administration pa- 
tronage for his ‘‘ Lily White’’ movement. 


The appointment of Mr. Person will be of 
farreaching effect, for it clearly establishes 
the fact that Mr. Pritehard controls the 
Federal patronage in his State, and as he 
is the head of the party organization, which 
is exclusively ‘‘ Lily. White,’’ the negroes 
have ho recourse unless on go into the 
Democratic party. Otherwise they will 
have to submit to the rule of Mr. Pritch- 


ard. 

Mr. Pritchard holds that when his move- 
ment is clearly understood it will be seen 
that the “Lily Whites” are really the 
friends of the negro. Regarding this, a 
letter, from Mr. Pritchard was given out at 
the ‘ost Office Department to-day, in 
which he points to the fact that he ob- 
tained the appointment of negroes to posi- 
tions in the Wpistrict of Columbia, and that 
he had Captain Gilmer, a negro, appointed 
to a Heutehmancy in the Philippine scouts. 
He also mentions several negro office 
holders in North Carolina for whose re- 
moval he has not asked. 

With this letter was one given out from 
Prof. James B. Dudley ,the colored Presi- 
dent of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College for the colored race of North Caro- 
lina. Mr. Dudley applauds the appointment 
of Lieut. Gilmer, and adds: 

“While I may somewhat differ with you 
u minor matters, I have never for once 
felt a disposition to question, in my mind, 

e sincerity of your friendship to the ne- 
gro; nor the wisdom of the policy which 
you represent.” 


TREATY IN CUBAN SENATE. 


After a Discussion the Reciprocity Con- 
vention Is Referred to the, Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. 


HAVANA, March 24.—The message of 
President Palma regarding the amended 
reciprocity treaty was read in the Senate 
to-day. The President considers that the 
amendments made by the United States 
Senate should be adopted, and refers the 
matter to the consideration of the Cuban 
Senate. He explains that the exchange of 
ratifications must be made in Washington 
before March 31 or the treaty will lapse. 
He sent with the message a certified copy 
of the telegrams exchanged by Secretary of 
State Zaldo and the Cuban Minister at 
Washington, Sefior Quesada, and also the 
amendments, 

There were twenty Senators present at to- 
day’s session. Sefior Zayas first moved that 


the treaty be discussed at once. Sefior 
moved that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and a discus- 
sion ensued as to what should be done. 
Pinally Sefior Zayas withdrew his motion. 
Sefior Sanguily then asked why it was 
that the United States Senate could amend 
the treaty and not the Cuban’ Senate, in 
of the fact that the Cuban Constitu- 
was modeled on the American Consti- 
tution. He reminded Sefior Bustamente, 
Chairman of the Senate's Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, of his argument in the 
previous session that the Cuban Senate 
could not amend the wonte He appealed to 
the Cuban heart and intelligence, which he 
said must be very meagre not to see that 
this fact hurt his sentiments as a Cuban. 
Sefior Bustamente argued that the treaty 
Was a new convention in virtue of the 
amendments, The Cuban Senate could have 
amended it if it had chosen to do so, but 
h action would have made a new treaty. 
fe argued in favor of a careful considera- 
tion of the amendments and consultation

INVITATION REHEARSAL OF “ THE 
DREAM OF GERONTIUS.” 


The Oratorio Society gave a ‘ special in- 
vitation rehearsal ’’ of Edward Elgar's can- 
tata,“*' The Dream of Gerontius,”’ last even- 
ing in Carnegie Hall. The work is to be 
publicly produced on Thursday evening, 
and last evening's performance was ar- 
ranged by the Directors of the society 
espetially for the benefit of the public 
school teachers, who are concerned with 
the teaching of music, and many of whom 


are unable to hear the best concerts. It 
was a generous and highly praiseworthy 
idea, and there was every evidence that the 
opportunity was deeply appreciated by 
those to whom it was extended. The hall 
was full, and the singing was listened to 
with the closest attention. The perform- 
ance, under the direction of Ms. Frank 
Damrosch, was in every respect the same as 
it will be to-morrow evening, with the 
much augmented orchestra, the semi-chorus 
of voices from the Musical Art Society; 
except that the solo part for bass was 
sung by Mr. Julian Walkgr instead of Mr. 
David Bispham. The other soloists were 
Miss Ada Crossley, contralto, and Mr. 
Ellison Van Hoose, tenor. 

This is not the time for detailed com- 
ment upon the cantata or its performance, 
but it may be said that this rehearsal—in 
all essentials a complete performance— 
made it clear that ‘‘ The Dream of Geron- 
tius"’ is one of the most interesting and 
important modern works that the Oratorio 
Society has brought out in a long time. 


MISS MORSE AND MR. BAXTER. 

Miss Leila Livingston Morse and Mr. Da- 
vid Baxter appeared together for the sec- 
ond time in a song recital yesterday after- 
noon at the Waldorf-Astoria. It was an 
agreeable entertainment and was heard by 
a considerable audience of ladies. Each of 


the concert givers sang two groups of 
songs. Mr. Baxter confined himself chief- 
ly to old ballads and traditional songs, to 
which he also added Clay’s *‘ Sands 0’ Dee,”’ 
and Ethelbert Nevin’s OO, That We Two 
Were Maying,’’ (instead of the song by 
Brockway that was down on the pro- 
gramme.) He commands admiration for his 
excellent and sonorous voice and generally 
fine method, and for the intelligence and 
musical character of his singing; but he is 
lacking in flexibility and in emotional quali- 
ties, and there is apt to be a certain mo- 
notony about his singing, even to the most 
forcible of the old ballads that he shows 
such a fondness aa wee undoubtedly sings 
with much sympathy and understanding. 

Miss Baxter sustained the impression 
that she left upon her first appearance, of 
the pleasing quality of her voice, which is 
hight and agreeable, and has been trained 
evidently with care. She has taste and 
tine feeling, and sings with sincerity and 
earnestness. There is, of course, room for 
a higher development of her powers, and 
it seems likely that she will not be satis- 
fied to let her art rest at its present stage. 
She sang yesterday songs by Chaminade 
Hahn, von Fielitz, Franz, and Brahms, and 
a group by the American composers Clay- 
ton Johns, A. and EB. Nevin, and Brock- 
way. It could hardly be said that she 
compassed all the eloquence and pagsion in 
Brahms’s ‘‘Meme Liebe is grtin,’’ but in 
the less exacting songs her results were 
charming. 


THE DANNREUTHER QUARTET. 


The Dannreuther Quartet gave its third 
concert and finished its seventeenth sea- 
son last evening in the chamber music 
room of Carnegie Hall, where there was a 
large audience. The programme included 
an unfamiliar quartet, by Ranchenecker ,in 
C¢ minor, the theme and variations on the 
song ‘‘ Death and the Maiden,’’ from Schu- 
bert's posthumous D minor quartet, and 
Brahms's A major pianoforte quartet, Op. 
26, in which Mr. Howard Brockway played 
the pianoforte part. The series has been 
an interesting one, Mr. Dannreuther makes 
a point of presenting each year a number 
of pieces that are not often heard in cham- 
ber concerts; and while some of these have 
repaid the attention that has been given to 
them and others have not, it is distinct- 
ly a service to the musical public to bring 
such compositions forward for a hearing. 

Mr. Dannreuther and his colleagues, 
Messrs. Hess, Kovarik, and Schenck, de- 
serve credit and support for the work they 
are doing in maintaining a form of musical 
art that is not as much nor as _ serious! 
cultivated as it might be by New York 
musicians; and Mr. Dannreuther's record 
of seventeen years is one that ought to 
count fur much.

Lawyer Leavitt Tells Radical Democ- 
racy to Denounce Wabash Injunc- 
tion and Waterbury Mur- 
der Alike. 


In response to an invitation from the 
Radical Democracy to attend a discussion 
to-night by Henry George, Charles F. 
Adams, R. V. Ingersoll, and A. J. Boulton 
on “* The Dangerous Tendencies of Judicial 
Usurpation,”’ with special reference to the 
Wabash and Waterbury injunctions, John 
Brooks Leavitt sent the following reply to 
M. J. Flaherty, President of the organiza- 
tion, yesterday: 

“Your courteous invitation to atten. the 
meeting on Wednesday evening for the 
discussion of judicial usurpation by Messrs. 
George, Adams, Ingersoll, and Boulton is 
received. The judiciary is the bulwark of 
our institutions, and if it becomes perma- 
nently corrupt, cowardly, or tyrannous, our 
Government will go down in ruins. That 
many injunctions issued in controversies 
between employers and employed of late 
years are as illegal as the acts they sought 


to enjoin, I firmly believe. That the recent 
Wabash injunction is unjustifiable seems 
beyond question. That such things be- 
speak a dangerous tendency is undeniable. 

“You coupe, however, Waterbury with 
Wabash. This compels me to say that I do 
not think your meeting is timely. In the 
clash of arms the laws are silent, say? the 
old motto. Lawless strikers at Waterbury 
have committed murder, and peaceable 
strikers have not disavowed the crime, and 
seem to be willing to get what advantage 
they can out of the terror produced by vio- 
lence. I do not believe that monopoly is to 
be met by murder. 

‘“*T should be glad to attend a discussion 
where four great wrongs should be cor- 
related, monopoly of capitalists, lawless- 
ness of strikers, supinity of officers of the 
law, and usurpation by the judiciary. They 
are connected in logical sequence, and 
should be looked at together. It is no one 
of them alone which is bringing our insti- 
tutions into disrepute, All combine. Hence 
it is a one-sided view and must result in a 
one-sided meeting, which would seek to 
limit the discussion to one of these things 
and that one the fruit, rather than the roo 
of the others. 

“‘T have attacked judicial misdoing in the 
rast. I stand ready to do so in the future 
whenever occasion properly calls. But 
believe that consistency demands that we 
should not condemn usurpation in the ju- 
diciary and condone it in the labor organi- 
zation. My sympathies are with the work- 
men against the capitalists, but sympath 
should never _be allowed to run away with 
judgment, Well-balanced judgment re- 
quires, in my humble opinion, that when 
we condemn the Wabash injunction we 
must denounce the Waterbury murder. 
And we should do it at the same time, lest 
by arraigning the one only we seem to be 
upholding the other. 

“It is the failure of labor organizations 
as such to take active steps in support of 
law and order which does more injury to 
them in public opinion than any other one 
thing. Their friends, such as I count 
myself to be, should not fall into the same 
error. 

‘‘A union, of which I have the honor to 
be counsel, in revising its constitution not 
long ago, adopted, on my suggestion, the 
following section: ‘Injuring the person or 
property of another during a strike or 
committing any deed of violence unless in 
self-defense, or advising or countenancing 
snch injury or deed of violerce, shall be 
considered as an act tringing discredit on 
this association. for which a member found 
guilty thereof shall be fined or expelled, as 
circumstances may justify.’ If I°were to 
name the union it would be seen that it 
was not composed of men in any of ‘the 
skilled trades,’ but rather of men who in 
cases of .stmke might be thought disposed 
toward violence. Those rough men thanked 
me for making the suggestion. and said 
thut they had heen thinking of putting into 
their constitution something of the sort, but 
did not know how to word it. 

**I mention this because I think there is 
a responsibility resting upon euch persons 
as you have named among your speakers 
for to-morrow evening to sound no un- 
certain note upon a very serious question, 
which is so allied to that of judicial usur- 
pation ir strike injunctions that they 
should be treated together. When labor 
will take out of its own eye the beam of 
lawlessness it will see clearly to take that 
samne beam out of the Judge's eve.”

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Yesterday's market was weak from be- 
ginning to end, although it was not until 
the last half hour of business that the 
selling movement took on proportions at 
all significant or suggestive. Up to that 
time the market had merely dragged along, 
sagging apparently more under its own 
weight than from any aggressive selling. 
In the final thirty minutes, however, there 
was an outpouring of stock such as had 
not been seen at any time during the day, 
and under it prices dropped suddenly and 
sharply, with Union Pacific the weakest 
feature. 





While it was clear that most of the day’s 
operations were for the account of the pro- 
fessionals, who continue bearish almost to 
a man, it is a fact that in the late decline 
not a little real liquidation appeared—some 
of it coming from weakly margined hold- 
ers, but more coming from interests who 


do not like either the labor or the money 
situation. Beyond this, too, there was 2 
marked indisposition on the part of inter- 
ests who usually come to thé support of 
a declining market to make purchases on 
any considerable scale, even at yester- 
day’s: réeessions. This indisposition was 
one of the features of Monday’s session 
also, and was regarded as Somewhat dis- 
quieting. There is, it is pointed out, little 
encouragement for the public to come into 
a market where there is not only profes- 
sional pressure to sell, but an unwilling- 
ness on the part of banking interests to 
buy except at more than ordinary con- 
cessions. 


Coming to the news and other develop- 
ments of the day, the bears had all the 
better of the argument. The shipment of 
currency to the interior; the threatened 
strike on Manhattan; the continuing high 
rates for money; the reduction in the price 


of coppér; the continued selling by Lon- 
don; the reports of comin new stock 
issues in an already céngested market; the 
Union Pacific-Southern Pacific contest; the 
fresh developments in the Rock Island 
merger case, and the. generally disturbed 
labor situation—these were some of the. un- 
favorable developments. In addition, there 
were several disagreeable rumors afloat 
not at all calculated to inspire confidence. 
One of these suggested a big strike in the 
iron and steel industry, while another told 
that the legality of the transfer of the 
control of Reading is to be tested in the 
courts. 


Undoubtedly the chief disturbing features 
were in the money and labor situations. 
In money the most disquieting development 
was the appearance of an apparently urgent 
demand for currency from out-of-town 
points, with one bank sending $100,000 to 
Chicago and another $300,000 to Boston—in 
each case, it is believed, to fortify reserve 
account. Inasmuch as the drain from the 
interior was understood to have_ been 
checked, with the expectation that the re- 
turn flow might set in at any time, this 
new development dampened _ speculative 
ardor materially. As for the labor situa- 
tion, the facts speak for themselves. Cer- 
tainly Wall Street is less confident of a 
peaceful adjustment of some of the diffi- 
culties than it was a week ago. 


The weakest active stock on the list was 
Unions Pacific, which, under attack all day, 
was vigorously assailed in the late trading 
and forced down 2 full points, closing at 
practically the low of the day. Mr. Keene 
and his lieutenants received the credit for 
the greater part of the selling. Incidental- 
ly, Southern Pacific held steady, and for 
the most part strong, on support from the 
same sources whence came the selling of 
Union Pacific. In Keene quarters there Is 
very confident talk respecting the proba- 
ble outcome of the pending Southern Pa- 
cific Htigation. Mr. Keene does not dis- 
guise the fact that he expects to see the 
present temporary injunction against the 
Union Pacific interests made permanent. 
It is on this ground that the selling of 
Union Pacific is based. 








Next after Union Pacific the most active 
stock was Reading, which was sold down 
by the Waldorf crowd, with Mr. Keene here 
also credited with lending a helping hand to 
assist the downward movement. Where 
only a few weeks ago the Street was unani- 
mously pullish on Reading and all the coal 
stocks, in the belief that the strike losses 
would speedily be made up, it is now just 
as unanimously bearish—this on the con- 
tention that the award of back pay to 
the miners and the coming reduction in 
coal prices will seriously eat into profits. 


The downward movement in Rock Island, 
which set in on the day that “ semi-offi- 
cial assurance'’’ was given that an imme- 
diate announcement of the ’Frisco deal was 
at hand, continued yesterday, with insid- 
ers apparently doing most of the selling. 
The news from Texas that the Governor of 
the State is likely to veto the bill permit- 
ting the proposed consolidation within 
Texas was the principal reason advanced 
for the selling. 





The action of St. Paul suggested strongly 
that the stock is being accumulated for a 
purpose, for while everything else was de- 


clining it seemed, in the vernacular, to be 
“pegged”’ at 169%. This accumulation 
may have heen merely to. get the dividend 
of 3¥, per cent. on the stock, which comes 
off to-day, but in well-informed parts of 
the Street there is a disposition to attribute 
the buying to other and more importa”: 
reasons. It is, however, officla'y “7 : 
that there will be no ‘‘rights”’ to stock- 
holders at this time. 





It was a bad day for a number of the 
pools and syndicates who have been en- 
deavoring to hold up prices, in the hope of 
getting a public following and thus dis- 
posing of their wares. The principal suf- 
ferers were the Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
the Smelters, the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
the Canadian Pacific pools. In all of these 
stocks there was selling by recent manipu- 
lators; and hence the declines. 


One present source of market weakness 
is the removal of the short interest, which 
was forced to cover last week. There is 
now little or no demand for stocks, and a 
great deal of recently borrowed stock has 
been returned. This means, of course, that 
when the market is declining it is now 
robbed of that support which always a}.- 
pears .n a market in which short selling 
has been more or less a feature, namely, 
short covering. Undoubtedly some fresh 
short ‘interest has been created this week, 
but the volume of trading indicates that 
it has not been considerable. 

Further heavy selling by Philadelphia 
houses was the feature in Pennsylvania. 
The forthcoming new stock issue f* set out 
as the reason for the selling. Which illus- 
trates the change that. has come over the 
Street in recent months. Formerly stock 
issues, with rights, were a big bull argu- 
ment. Now they are regarded as a bear 
argument. 


Colorado Fuel was sold down by Western- 
ers. The narrowness of the market in it 


was illustrated by the drop from 68% to 
67, on the sale of 100 shares. 


The threatened strike on the Manhattan 
was. responsible for the selling of that 


steck. Metropolitan declined in sympathy. 
There was no evidence that the pool in 
the latter issue was doing anything. 


The five-point drop in Narth American 


was on the forced liquidation of a weakly 
margined account. 


Inside interests were the largest sellers 
of Amalgamated Copper. Having success- 
fully marketed a big line of stock around 


75, (accumulated nearly 20 points lower,) it 
is said they, are now in for-a campaign on 
the down side. 


London sold fully 20,000 shares in this 
market. Private advices were that the

entailed upon your officers great labor. 

The ‘first fiscal year closed Feb. 28, 1903, and 
the time subsequent has not been sufficient to 
enable us to give you a full and correct report 
of your company’s interest In the net profits 
of the various subsidiary companies for such 
year. A statement will be hereafter prepared 
and mailed to each stockholder as soon as it is 
possible to do so. 

We are assured, however, that the net profits 
of your company during such fiscal year have 
been more than sufficient tO pay an annual 
dividend. upon the outstanding preferred stock 
at the rate of 7 per cent., and also to justify a 
dividend of 4 per cent. on the outstandimg com- 
mon stock of the company, which latter dividend 
has just been declared by your Board of Di- 
rectors, at the same time leaving a fair surplus 
for such demands as an increase of business may 
require. 

The volume of business done in the past year 
was materially reduced from that of previous 
years by reason of the exceptionally high price 
of corn. For that reason during the last year 
our factories did not run more than 50 per cent. 
of their capacity. The prospects for a marked 
increase in our business during the present year 
are very bright. The larger corn crop now in 
the market insures lower~prices for the raw 
material, and this, in turn, will justify lower 
prices for the manufactured products, and in- 
crease the demand for the same; this will, we 
hope, insure the running of our factories for the 
coming year to their full capacity.

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PRESIDENT GASSATT 
TELLS TUNNEL PLANS 


To Save Half an Hour Between 
New Jersey and Manhattan. 








Head of Pennsylvania System Testifies 
Before Commission That Will Hear 
Property Owners’ Complaints. 





President A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company gave testimony for 
an hour and a half yesterday before the 
special commission appointed by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court to 
hear complaints of property owners and to 
pass on the plans of the Pennsylvania Road 
for tunnels under the North River, Manhat- 
tan Island, and the East River. He told 
of the inception of the project, its scope 
and detail plan; confessed to the difficul- 
ties that were sure to arise in its execu- 
tion, but declared his belief that none would 
be insurmountable. He pointed out what, 
in his opinion, would be the advantages to 
be gained by the traveling public by the 
proposed improvements and extensions. 

The hearing was held in the office of 
John J. Delaney, Chairman of the Commis- 
sion, in the Lords Court Building, William 
Street and Exchange Place. Both of the 
ether Commissioners, ex-Mayor Franklin 


Edson and Gen. Charles A. Whittier, were 
present. The morning and afternoon ses- 
sions, covering about three hours, were 


occupied with the continuing of the expo- 
sition of the engineering plans for the tun- 
nels and terminals. Charles A. Lydecker, 
a lawyer representing objecting property 
holders, objected to the line of testimony of 
the railroad company, saying that he be- 
lieved it was generally conceded that so 
far as the engineering was concerned the 
problem was an easy one and not materi- 
“ally objectionable. 

“My understanding of the function of 
the commission,’ said Mr. Lydecker, “is 
that it should determine whether the tun- 
nels and terminals ought to be constructed 
and operated. I am certain that the 
wording of the instructions of the Court. 
It is not that it should determine whether 
or not they should be constructed and 
operatec. From the line of testimony that 
has been introduced by the railroad com- 
pany it appears that the burden of proof 
will fall on the property owners. I do 
not believe it was the intention that they 
should have to prove a negative.”’ 

Commissioner Delaney, after a statement 
from A. B. Boardman, counsel! for the rail- 
road company, said that all property own- 
ers would be heard and that every phase 
of the question would be considered and 
the whole decided upon with consideration 


for all parties concerned. There was noth- 
ing to prove or disprove at the present time, 


is 


he said, the hearing being purely an in- 
quiry with a view to ascertaining all of 
the facts. 

President Cassatt, examined directly by 


Mr. Boardman, said that the project for the 
tunnels was largely his own. First, the 
Pennsylvania company had considered the 
construction of a tunnel under the Nar- 
rows to Bay Ridge, and then across the 
East River by a bridge, but that idea was 


abandoned. Then there was mention of an 
immense bridge across the North River, 
but that was not long considered. When 


the project for a tunnel under the Hudson 
was broached, it was not considered favor- 
ably, principally because of the use of 
steam. Later, however, when he had 
studied in Paris the practical demonstra- 
tion in the Orleans railroad tunnel of the 
use in such tunnels of electricity as a mo- 
tive power, Mr. Cassatt was convinced of 
the practicability of a tunnel under the 
Hudson. 

The capacity of the station would be 200,- 
000 passengers a day, or between 70,000,000 
and 80,000,000 a year. From the west 
twenty or thirty trains could be operated 
an hour. To the east, from the Seventh 
Avenue terminal to Long Island, through 
the two east-bound tunnels, from forty to 
sixty trains might be run each hour. The 
Manhattan station, he said, would be the 
largest in the world. He could not give any 
details of the plans for the building, say- 
ing that they were in the hands of the 
architects. These architects will give their 
testimony before the commission at the 
next hearing, which will be on Thursday 
at 11 o'clock. 

Taking into consideration the time of 
changing the motive power on the New 
Jersey side and the time of passing through 
the tunnel, President Cassatt said, it was 
estimated that the time saved to passen- 
gers in making the trip to Manhattan 
would be about half an hour, and the un- 
certainty and dangers of ferry passage 
would be avoided. It also was estimated 
that fifteen or twenty minutes would be 
saved in going to Long Island City. 

It was distinctly stated that the tunnels 
would not be used for the transportation 
of freight. It was chiefly an economical 
consideration with the railroad, President 


Cessatt said. Freight delivery, he said, 
would continue by float from Greenville, 
near Bergen Point, to Bay Ridge. From 


there it was proposed to build a spur track 
to the main line of the Long Island Rail- 


road at East New York. Thence, on the 
Long Island Road, the service would be 
furnished across to Port Morris over a 


contemplated bridge over the river by way 
of Ward's Island. Floats would continue to 
deliver freight to Manhattan docks. 

Fifty million dollars, Mr. Cassatt said, 
was the estimated cost of the works 
planned. Already $10,000,000 had been ex- 
pended by the company for real estate. 
Asked about the _ station proposed at 
Fourth Avenue and Thirty-second Street 
to conrect with the subway, Mr. Cassatt 
said that such a station had been consid- 
ered, but that now the balance of opinion 
of the railroad men was against it, on the 
ground that the delay involved in the con- 
struction of a station at that point would 
counterbalance the gain in convenience to 
persons who would use it. 


The use of electricity in the tunnels 
would make artificial ventilation unneces- 
sary, President Cassatt said, and ample 
protection would be provided against the 


accumulation of foul and dangerous air in 
the tubes. 

Others examined at the hearing were 
Charles M. Jacobs. the engineer in charge 
of the section of the tunnel from the Jer- 
sey shore to the Manhattan terminal, and 
Alfred Noble, the engineer in charge of the 
work from the latter point to Long Island. 
Mr. Jacobs explained how blasting would 
be done in Thirty-second Street, and of 
the precautions that would be taken to 
prevent damage. 

Mr. Noble, explaining the tunnel proposed 
east of the terminal to Long Island City, 
said that there would be four tubes, fitted 
up similarly to those in the North River. 
One would cross the others upon entering 
Long Island and provide yard facilities. In 
Long Island City, he said, the tunnels 
would be under private property, and 
where they emerged it would be on the 
company’s own property. and therefore no 
street would be occupied. 

From Second Avenue, in Manhattan. east- 
ward to the river, the tunnels would be 
some sixty or seventy feet beneath the sur- 
face, in a rock formation. and, while they 
would extend under private buildings, the 
occupants would not be aware of the exist- 
ence of the borings. Mr. Noble told of the 


precautions against leakage of water or 
dampness in the East River tunnels. He 
said that barring unforeseen delays the 


section to be built under his supervision 
could be completed in three years. 

When, at Thursday's session, the archi- 
tects finish their statements of the plans 
for the terminal station, the testimony of 


the railroad company will be completed. 
After that the property owners will be 
heard and the Commissioners will inquire 


on points which they desire elucidated and 
explained. 


POLICE HALT TUNNEL WORK. 


Brookiyn Bluecoats Failed to Appreciate 
the Might of the Rapid Transit 
Commission. 


The work of breaking ground for” the 
Manhattan-Brooklyn tunnel was held up tor 
five hours yesterday by two Brooklyn po- 
licemen, while the powers of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners were being ex- 
plained to them. 

Andrew Onderdonk, the contractor in 
charge of the work, started in yesterday 
to sink the first shaft of the tunnel in 
Joralemon Street, near Henry, Brooklyn. 
His men were tearing up the pavement 
preparatory to digging when a patrolman 
attached to the Adams Street Police Sta- 
tion came along.

River tunnel,” 
Sullivan. 
““Where’s your permit?” asked the po- 
liceman. 
Sullivan showed a typewritten copy of a 
permit issued by the Rapid Transit Com-

“That won't do,’’ said the peieomen, 
“It’s not signed by the Commissioner of 


Highways.” 

Sullivan thereupon moved his men over 
to the other side of the street, which was 
on the beat of another policeman. The 
tunnel diggers had just about started in to 
work there when the policeman on this 
post came up. He also demanded to see 
the permit. : 

‘‘The Commissioner of Highways hasn't 
signed that and it won't go,’ he decided. 

Finally one of the policemen went to the 
Adams Street Station with Sullivan to con- 
sult with Capt. Bedell. The Captain sent 
them to the Department of Highways in 
Brooklyn, and the Deputy Commissioner 
there talked with Corporation Counsel 
Rives over the telephone about the matter. 
It took Mr. Rives about twenty-seven sec- 
onds to explain that the Commissioner of 
Highways stood about ace high to a royal 
flush to the Rapid Transit Commission 
when it came to authority in the matter of 
tunnel work. Then, after five hours’ de- 
lay, the work on the tunnel which is to 
link the two greatest boroughs of the City 
of New York was allowed to proceed. 


STRIKE WILL DELAY SUBWAY. 
Mr. McDonald Writes the Rapid Transit 
Board About the Effect of the 


Structural Ironworkers’ Action. 


John B. McDonald sent yesterday to 
President Orr of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission a letter stating what he has al- 
ready intimated in interviews that there 
will be a serious delay in the completion 
of the subway. It was expected that about 
Jan. 1, 1904, trains would be running on a 
regular schedule over a section of the road. 
Plans had been formed for the completion 
of the rolling stock on time and the equip- 
ment of every section of the tunnel so as 
to allow of its use through the Borough of 
Manhattan and all of the subway except 
that to Washington Heights. 

The strike of the structural ironworkers 
on the power house now in course of con- 
struction at Fifty-ninth Street and Eleventh 
Avenue is the cause for the delay. Con- 
tractpr McDonald was not able to say yes- 
terday how much of a delay there would 
be, and the various officials who have 
charge of the construction work said it 
depended entirely on the length of the 
strike of the structura] ironworkers on the 
power house. 

In the letter to President Orr Contractor 
McDonald makes it plain that the operators 
of the subway are facing a serious prob- 
lem for which, he says, they are in no 
way responsible, and for the prevention of 
which every effort was made in drawing 
the contracts. 

The sixty structural ironworkers actually 
engaged on the power house to be used for 
the subway did not go on strike because 
ot any local grievance. In fact, they are 
satisfied with their wages and with their 
hours of toil and every other loeal condi- 
tion. Further, in order to go on strike, 
they had to violate an agreement made 
with them when the work was begun. It 
was settled then that the wages and hours 
were satisfactory to the ironworkers, and 
that if any other differences arose they 
should be decided without a strike. 

It was explained yesterday that the strike 
of the wcrkingmen of the American Bridge 
Company at Pittsburg and Buffalo was the 
cause of the local strike on the subway 
power house, The power house is being 
constructed of steel manufactured by the 
American Bridge Company, and the local 
unions, out of sympathy for their sister 
unions directly in the trouble, refuse to 
allow their men to work. 

The letter of Contractor McDonald will be 
read at the next meeting of the Rapid 
Transit Commission. None of the officials 
would make public the full contents be- 
cause President Orr had not received the 
document. 








Mayor Low Impressed by Arguments of 
Opponents of the Project. 


A hearing was given by Mayor Low yes- 
terday on the franchise passed by the 
Beard of Aldermen last week giving thirty- 
six miles of lines to the Interborough Rail- 
road Company and also the right to use 
four bridges over the Harlem. River. 

Lawyer Delafield, who appeared for J. 
Pierpont Morgan and other property own- 
ers in the Bronx, claimed that the fran- 
chis@ was faulty in that the city had grant- 
ed rights for the use of streets which have 
never beén opened and never condemned 
and are still private property. Alderman 
Peck also opposed the franchise. He said 
sufficient attention had not been given the 
matter before the Board of Aldermen as to 
routes and streets. 

Congressman Goulden spoke in favor of 
the franchise, as did Fordham Morris, 

Mayor Low remarked that he was much 
impressed with the statements made in op- 
position, and that he felt constrained to 
consult with Corporation Counsel Rives 
about the matter. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


CASE DISMISSED BECAUSE OF UNREASONA- 
BLE DeLAy.—After five years had elapsed 
since an action for personal injuries had 
been brought against William P. Baird by 
Giuseppe Zafarano, and the latter had 
made no move to bring his case to trial or 
explain his neglect, the defendant applied 
to the Supreme Court to have the action 
dismissed under the code provision and 


, 


general rule authorizing the dismissal of a 
complaint where the plaintiff unreasonably 
neglects to proceed. An order denying 
the motion on condition that the plaintiff 
bring the case on for trial immediately has 
been reversed by the Appellate Division, 
The court said, by Justice Laughlin: 
* The defendant fairly established a prima 
facie case of neglect on the part of the 
plaintiff to proceed with the action within 
this code provision and rule, and the plaint- 
iff was called upon to explain his apparent 
negligence and unreasonable neglect, or 
submit to a dismissal.”’ 

* * 

. 

EXAMINATIONS BEFORE TRIAL.—The de- 
fense in an action brought by William W. 
Dudley and another against the New York 
Filter Manufacturing Company to recover 
for services ‘‘in and about establishing 
the filtering system’ of defendant in va- 
rious cities, “‘ and for like services in coun- 
seling and advising it,’ was that any con- 
tract or arrangement made between any 
officer of the filter company and _ the 
plaintiffs was without authority and was 
unlawful, in that it contemplated the im- 
proper and corrupt use of money. The fil- 
ter company also put in a counter-claim 
alleging that Dudley and his co-plaintiff 
obtained $500 on the ‘ representations that 
the same was necessarily and properly to 
be expended in the prosecution of their en- 
deavors to introduce the filter system of 
this defendant into some municipality or 


municipalities; that the laintiffs have 
never accounted to the defendant for this 
money or furnished any evidence that the 
same was used by them for or on behalf of 
the defendant.’’ A bill of particulars was 
furnished by the plaintiffs, but the defend- 
ant did not seem satisfied, and moved for 
an examination of the Dudleys before trial, 
An order denying the application has been 
affirmed by the Appellate Division, but 
with leave to renew. Justice Laughlin, for 
the court, decided that counsel for the fil- 
ter company, instead of criticising the bill 
of particulars, as ‘he did in his moving 
papers, should have moved for further par- 
ticulars. ‘‘ The office of a bill of particu- 
lars,’’ continued the Justice, “is to am- 
plify or restrict a pleading, and inform a 
party with reasonable certainty of the 
nature of the claim of the adverse party 
in order to prevent surprise, and to enable 
him to intelligently meet the issue upon the 
trial. The rule, however, with reference 
to allowing an examination of a party is 
quite different. Such examinations are 
never allowed where the object is to obtain 
information concerning an adversary’s case 
or defense, nor are they allowed merely for 
the purpose of enabling a party to prepare 
for trial. They are only allowed where the 
object is to obtain evidence essential to the 
moving party’s case or defense, and whe 

it fairly appears that it is the intention o 

the party to use the examination upon the 
trial.” Justice Laughlin adds that, as it tg 
apparent that the examination of the 
plaintiffs may .be necessary to enable the 
filter company to establish its defense, the 
court gives leave to renew the application 
on further and sufficient papers. %

ALLEGED INSURANCE 
SWINDLER CAUGHT 


Guerino Cicone, Long Sought For, 
Arrested in This City. 








Member of Italian Gang Is Accused of 
Collecting $2,000 by Substitution of 
Names—Health Department 
Employe Involved. 





Guerino Cicone, for whom detectives have 
long been searching in connection with the 
frauds perpetrated on a number of insur- 
ance companies by a gang of Italians in 
“Little Italy,’ was arrested yesterday by 
Detective Sergeant Petrosino and arraigned 
before Magistrate Pool in the Tombs Police 
Court, who held him in $2,500 bail for ex- 
amination. ‘: 

Guerino Cicone was found at 49 East One 
Hundredth Street, where he has been living 
under an assumed name since his return 
from Pittsburg a few days ago. In Pitts- 
burg Guerino visited his aged father, Casi- 
miro Cicone, who is now dying, and who 
was indicted in connection with the frauds, 
insurance in the amount of $10,000 having 
been paid on his life by five different com- 
panies on false proofs of death presented 
by the gang. The detectives, who located 
the old man, declare that they are satis- 
fied he had no guilty knowledge of the 
use his name had been put to. 

The charge against Guerino Cicone is that 
he collected $2,000 insurance on false proofs, 
certifying the death of Serafina Cicone, 
under whose policy he was the beneficiary. 
An investigation by the authorities showed 
that the body claimed to be that of Sera- 
fina Cicone in reality was that of Sarah 
Weber, a young Englishwoman, with whom 
Guerino Cicone had lived at East One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh Street. The investiga- 
tion has brought out facts involving an 
employe of the Health Department. 

Cicone, when he was arraigned before 
Magistrate Pool, denied all complicity in 
the alleged frauds. He denies that the 
signature attached to the receipt for the 
money, which is in the possession of the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Company, is 
in his handwriting. 

In telling of the arrest of Cicone, Assist- 
ant District Attorney Krotel, who has 
charge of the investigation of the frauds, 
said yesterday that when, in March, 1902, 
application was made to the John Han- 
cock Life Insurance Company for a policy 
for $2,000 on the life of Serafina Cicone, a 
buxom Italian woman in the prime of life 
and in the best of health, was presented to 
the company’s physician in the barber's 
shop of Bartolomeo Cirino, the ringleader 
of the gang, who has since fled. The wo- 
man was considered an excellent insurance 
risk, and the application was granted. On 
June 24 claim was made for the insur- 
ance. Attached to the claim were proofs 
of death showing that the woman had 
died at the Metropolitan Hospital on Black- 
well’s Island. A death certificate from the 
Board of Health, which was signed by Dr. 
Samuel B. Moore, house physician of the 
Metropolitan Hospital, gave the cause of 
death as chronic pulmonary tuberculosis. 

The company refused to pay the insur- 
ance on the ground that if the woman had 
suffered from chronic disease there must 
have been traces of that disease at the 
time of her examination, and that if this 
had been the case she should never have 
obtained the policy. Later another certifi- 
cate from the Board of Health was pre- 
sented with the word ‘‘chronic” left out, 
ane on the strength of that the claim was 
paid. 

The investigation by the authorities 
showed that the patient whose death had 
been registered in the Bureau of Vita} 
Statistics as that of Serafina Cicone had 
entered the hospitgl as Sarah Weber, who 
in answer to the yf question as to 
whom to notify in case of her death,. had 
given the name of Guerino Cicone. Further 
investigation showed that Sarah Weber was 
the name of a woman who had lived with 
Guerino for three years, and who on June 
19 had been taken in an ambulance to the 
Harlem Hospital suffering from consump- 
tion. The same day she was transterred .o 
the Metropolitan Hospital, and died there 
the next day. At both hospitals she was 
entered on the register as Sarah Weber, 
and the pine coffin in which her body was 
conveyed to the Morgue bore a label with 
that name. 

On June 21 Giuseppi Trepani, an under- 
taker and one of the ringleaders in thé 
swindling syndicate, appeared at the 
Morgue. He produced an order for the 
body alleged to have been signed by Guer- 
ino, and claimed the woman's real name 
was Serafina Cicone. Her name was 
changed accordingly on the record of the 
hospital and the Morgue, and the death 
was registered at the Health Board under 
the latter name. 

After the refusal by the insurance com- 
pany to pay the claim, Trepani, according 
to Mr. Krotel, went to the Bureau of Vita 
Statistics, where he saw a clerk by the 
name of George L. Tate. Trepani told him 
that the dead woman's family was in very 
,00r circumstances, and finally persuaded 
him to write a letter to Dr. Moore asking 
him to change the cause of death on the 
certificate. 

Mr. Krotel said yesterday that he had@ 
been asked to send a transcript of the tes- 
timony in the case involving Tate, and 
that he understood an investigation would 
be started to determine what part Tate had 
played in the matter. 


PUBLISHING CONCERN SOLD. 


R. H. Russell’s Business Acquired by 
Col. Harvey, President of Har- 
per & Brothers. 


Col. George B. M. Harvey, President of 
Harper & Brothers, has acquired the pub- 
lishing and syndicate business of R. H. Rus- 
sell, and Mr. Russell is to become associated 
with the house of Harper & Brothers. Mr. 
Russell yesterday said: 

‘“‘J have transferred my entire business 
to Col. Harvey and am to be associated 


with the Harper house. My reasons for 
doing so are simple enough. The past year 
has been the most prosperous I have ever 
experienced as a publisher, but the tenden- 
cy of modern business has convinced me 
that it is only a question of time when a 
publisher, doing a limited business with an 
organization necessarily small, and without 
the eaventens of periodicals under his di- 
rection, will unable to compete success- 
fully with a larger house having these ac- 
cessories.” 




















SOUTHERN PACIFIC FIGHT 


James R. Keene Says Road’s Con- 
trol Is Illegally Possessed. 








Wall Street Differs as to Whether the 
Poo! Leader Inspired Col. Gardiner’s 
Appeal to Participants. 





There was much conjecture yesterday in 
Wall Street regarding the latest develop- 
ment in the Southern Pacific fight, which 
consisted of the advertisement signed by 
Col. Asa Bird Gardiner asking dissatisfied 
participants of the Keene pool to confer 
with him. The Street believed that some- 
body was back of Col. Gardiner, but they 
could not decide who that somebody was. 
Col. Gardiner declined to enlighten the 
guessers in the least. 

The opinion finally became general that 
Mr. Keene himself was back of Col. Gar- 
diner. It was explained that probably Mr. 
Keene wanted to find out just how loyal 
the support of the pool members was. A 
few there were who expressed the belief 
that the Union Pacific interests were back 
of the advertisement, but these interests of- 
ficially denied any connection with or 
knowledge of it. 

Mr. Keene issued another statement, in 
which he complains of the way the press 
has treated him. His statement says: 

“The Southern Pacific is the keystone in 
the whole transcontinental railroad arch. 
People can do illegal things in this country 
until somebody calls them to account. 
Every paper in New York seems to be on 
the side of the majority. They may find 
that minorities have rights that majori- 
ties are bound to respect when there is a 


call, for the execution of the law of the 
and. 

“T have as good right to protect the 
value of my shares as other people have to 
protect the value of their shares. Where 
is the law, outside of the corporation news- 
peeers. that says I have not? The Southern 
-acific is the most undervalued railroad 
property in the United States, and it is un- 
dervalued because its control is illegally 
possessed, and in such illegal possession is 
not independently, but is unjustly, operated. 
I have summoned the law; let the law 
take its course.’’ 

There were supporters of the Keene 
theory in the market, as was shown by the 
fact that in a declining market Southern 
Pacific remained steady, while Union Pa- 
cific sold off. 





Sufferers from Madison Square Bomb 
Disaster Demand Heavy Damages 
from the City. 


Claims against the city for heavy dam- 
ages for personal injuries received at Mad- 
ison Square on last election night, when 
several bombs exploded in the crowd dur- 
ing the fireworks celebration have begun 
to appear in the office of the city Con- 
troller. Abraham Gruber of the firm of 
Black, Gruber, Olcott & Bonynge yester- 
day filed one claim for $25,000 damages to 
Samuel Melker, a youth, who was severely 
injured. Other claims will swell the total 
to about $500,000, and suits will be insti- 
tuted in each case if they are not settled 
by the Controller. 

In the Melker case the proceedings, which 
are brought on the ground that the city 


was negligent, are in the name of the boy's 
father, Archer Melker, who was appointe 
guardian ad litem by the Supreme Court 
for the purpose of making the claim and 
carrying out any necessary action. Young 
Melker is said to have suffered severe frac- 
tures, wounds, and bruises. Mr. Gruber 
said that he would allow the Controller ten 
days in which to settle the claim, other- 
wise he would bring suit.
